"To provide safe roads by requiring mandatory jail terms for grossly 
aggravated drunken drivers, providing an effective deterrent to reduce the 
tnetdence of impatred driving, and clartfytng the statutes related to drinking 


and driving." Summary. Makes following major changes in laws relating to 
drinking and driving: (1) repeals current DUI and related offenses and replaces 


them with single offense of impaired driving, with five punishment levels; 
(2) rewrites chemical testing statutes to conform to language of new offense and 
extend revocation for refusal to 12 months, with limited privilege available in 
some instances after six months; (3) rewrites limited driving privilege statutes 
to impose certain mandatory restrictions; (4) adds one year revocation for failure 
to complete DUI schools and 10-day pretrial revocation for refusing chemical test 
or registering 0.10 or more alcohol concentration; (5) authorizes magistrate to 
order detention of person arrested for impaired driving for up to 24 hours if 
necessary to sober up driver; (6) allows forfeiture or impoundment of vehicle 
if driver convicted of driving while license revoked for impaired driving offense; 
(7) raises legal age for purchase of beer and wine from 18 to 19; (8) imposes civil 
liability on most ABC permittees who allow sales to intoxicated or underage persons — 
when the intoxication of the person served results in motor vehicle accident; and #§ 
(9) makes it illegal for a driver to possess beer or wine while driving. These \ | 
major statutory changes are described in more detail below. 

Impaired driving. Repeals GS 20-138, -139, \-140(¢) sandy 1410(e))ee 
new GS 20-138.1 making it a misdemeanor (hereinafter referred to as impaired 
driving) to drive a vehicle anywhere in state: (1) while faculties are impaired 
because of consumption of alcohol, drugs, or both; or (2) after consuming enough 
alcohol to establish alcohol concentration of .10 or more at time of test. Rewrites 
GS 20-179 to require judge to hold a sentencing hearing to determine if grossly 
aggravating, aggravating, or mitigating facts are present. Requires prosecutor 
to present chemical test results and all evidence’ he has of grossly aggravating 
and aggravating circumstances. Sets out grossly aggravating circumstances: (1) prior 
impaired driving, DUI, or reckless driving after drinking conviction in previous 
10 years; (2) speeding to elude arrest in violation of GS 20-141(j); (3) driving 
while license is revoked for impaired driving offense; (4) causing accident resulting 
in serious injury to another; and (5) speeding over 30 mph over limit. If two of ; 
factors are present (2 prior convictions qualify under this provision), Level One 
punishment must be imposed. The punishment limits for each level are set out on 
the table on page 5 of today's Bulletin. If one factor is present, Level) Two 
punishment is applicable. If no grossly aggravating facts present, judge determines 
whether punishment level Three, Four, or Five is applicable, based on whether 
aggravating factors outweigh, are counterbalanced by, or are outweighed by mitigating 
factors. Aggravating factors are listed in bill and include especially reckless 
driving, refusal to take chemical test, alcohol concentration over 0.20, abusive 
conduct toward officer, etc. Mitigating factors include slight impairment and 
alcohol concentration of 0.11 or less, good driver's record, good conduct atearreae 
etc. Judge may consider any relevant aggravating or mitigating factor not specificab— 
listed. Adds new GS 20-138.4 to require prosecutor to give reason in writing when | 
he dismisses or reduces impaired driving charge. Amends GS 20-141.4 (death by vehicl 
to require minimum punishment of at least seven or 14 days if the offense involves 
impaired driving. 
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Chemical testing. Rewrites GS 20-16.2, -16.3, and -139.1 to conform 
language to new impaired driving offense and make major substantive changes as 
follows: (1) deletes requirement in present GS 20-16.2 that a person be arrested 


before he is subject to chemical test law, substituting in its place a requirement 


that person be "charged" and that there be probable cause for the charge; (2) amends 
GS 20-16.2 to extend revocation for refusing chemical test from six to 12 months; 
allows limited privilege if the person has disposed of underlying charge, is first 
offender, and has served six months of revocation without violations; (3) adds in 

GS 20-16.2 a provision making person ineligible for limited privilege and requiring 
revocation for refusal to be consecutive to all other revocations if refusal is in a 
case where another person is killed or critically injured; (4) adds provision in 

GS 20-16.2 to specify that any legal authority for chemical testing independent 

of chemical test statutes may be used, even if person refuses; (5) amends GS 20- | 
139.1 to add provision allowing submission of chemical test results and related 
evidence by affidavit, unless defendant subpoenas test analyst; (6) extends road- 
side testing procedures of GS 20-16.3 to person who law enforcement officer 
reasonably suspects is impaired, or to person who commits moving offense or is 


- involved in accident and officer has reasonable grounds to believe the person has 


been drinking. 
. Revocations and Limited Driving Privileges. (1) Adds GS 70-16.4 re- 


quiring Division of Motor Vehicles (DMV) to revoke license for onb year of person 


who willfully fails to complete DUI (ADETS) school. (2) Adds GS 20-16.5 requiring 
magistrate or clerk of court to seize license and order it revoked for 10 days if 
person charged with impaired driving offense refuses chemical test or registers 

0.10 or more alcohol concentration. License to be revoked at time of arrest unless 
chemical test result is not available at that time. Provides for a 30-day re- 
vocation if person fails to turn in license within five days of order. Allows 
person to request hearing before magistrate, and requires hearing to be held within 
three working days of request, but license remains revoked pending hearing. Decision 
at hearing may not be appealed. Provides that DMV not to be notified of revocation 
in typical 10 day revocation. (3) Amends GS 20-16(a) to authorize DMV to revoke 
license of person who loses privilege to drive on federal military installation or 
is convicted of impaired instruction under GS 20-12.1. (4) Adds new GS 20-179.3 to 
spell out mandatory restrictions on limited driving privileges for persons who are ‘ 
convicted of impaired driving or who refuse chemical test--mandatory restrictions 
aneiude (a), limit on all driving except for work, school, or court-ordered treatment, 
and (b) prohibition on driving after 8 p.m. and before 6 a.m. or weekends unless 
judge specifically dictates routes and finds that driving is necessary for work, 
school or treatment (but driving for medical emergency is always authorized). 
Requires satisfactory completion of mandatory minimum sentence before judge can 
issue permit. Provides that to be eligible person must have no prior impaired 
driving offense convictions in preceding 10 years and must have been punished at 


Level Three, Four, or Five for impaired driving. 


Forfeiture or impoundment of vehicle; detention of impaired driver. (1) 


| Adds GS 20-28.2 requiring officer to seize vehicle used by person charged with 


driving while license revoked if revocation is for impaired driving offense. 

If person convicted as charged, requires court to consider whether to order 
vehicle forfeiture or impoundment, impoundment of license plates, or payment to 
court of owner's equity in vehicle. If judge imposes no sanction, he or she 

must give reasons. (2) Adds GS 15A-534.2 to require judicial official conducting 
initial appearance to order person charged with impaired driving detained if 
faculties are so impaired that release would be dangerous. Official must release 
person after 24 hours, when responsible adult is willing to assume custody, or 
when the person's faculties are no longer impaired, whichever occurs first. 

Other substantive offenses. (1) Adds GS 20-138.3 making it unlawful 
for provisional licensee (age 16 and 17) to drive with any alcohol or illegal 
drug in his body; adds GS 20-13.2 to revoke license of provisional licensee 
until he reaches 18 or for 45 days, whichever is longer,if he is convicted of 
this offense or impaired driving, or if he refuses chemical test.

(2) Amends GS 18B-401 to make it unlawful for driver to possess beer or wine 
in open container in passenger area of motor vehicle while driving on highway 
or public vehicular area. 

Raise Beer Purchase Age. Amends GS 18B-300, -302, and -900 to raise 
age for legal purchase of beer and unfortified wine from 18 to 19, and to raise 
age from 18 to 19 for person to be employed as manager of establishment selling 
such beverages. 

Dram Shop Liability. Adds GS 18B-112 to establish civil liability 
of ABC permittee and/or manager of his establishment if intoxicated or underage 
person is negligently sold alcoholic beverages, and injury in motor vehicle 
accident occurs as result of that person's intoxication. Provides that if 
plaintiff proves sale is to underage or intoxicated person, burden of disproving 
negligence shifts to defendant, and defendant may use evidence of his "good 
practices" (training employees to determine if person is intoxicated, check 
ID's) to meet that burden. Provides that any one (except intoxicated person) 
injured by act of permittee or his agents may sue. Provides maximum liability 
per occurrence of $500,000 under statute and adds GS 18B-904(e) to require 
$200,000 liability insurance by all permittees. Exempts from civil liability 
under GS 18B-112 all brown bagging, special occasions, or one time permittees. 
Specifies that statutory amendments do not limit common law actions. 

Effective Date. Effective October 1, 1983 with following limitations: 
(1) applicable to offenses occurring on or after effective date; pending pros- 
ecutions ad administrative actions not affected by act, even if administrative 
action is based on a pending proseeution for which final conviction occurs after 
effective date; (2) dram shop liability statutes applicable to acts and omissions 
occurring on or after effective date.

PROBATION NOTES: (1) If placed on probation, defendant must successfully complete an Alcohol and Drug Education Traffic School--unless he has already 
completed such a school or the judge determines that he will not benefit from the school. 





(2) If the defendant (a) had an alcohol concentration of 0.20 or more or (b) had a prior conviction involving impaired driving 
in the past five years and either refused the test or tested at an alcohol concentration of 0.10 or more, he must as a con- 
dition of probation submit to a substance abuse assessment and to treatment if the assessment shows it is needed. 


(3) The judge continues to have discretion to impose other appropriate conditions of probation. 


FOOTNOTES: * Under G.S. 15A-1351(a), the imprisonment portion of a split sentence (special probation) may not exceed 6 months or one fourth of 
the statutory maximum, whichever is less. 


** A conviction of reckless driving after drinking is an offense involving impaired driving for purposes of setting punishment under 
Level One or Two, but is not a prior conviction for license revocation purposes. In the places here noted (**), a former reckless- 
driving-after-drinking conviction will not be treated as one involving impaired driving.

The budget containing this program ''will be the most austere North 
Carolina has seen in a decade," the Governor said. It contains only one 
expansion item: restoring merit and step salary increases for teachers 
and state employees. The Governor also said that he hopes that the economy 
{mpraves enough to provide an across-the-board increase. 


As explained by the Governor, the legislative program has three main - 
features: (1) strengthening instruction in the public schools in science 
and mathematics and in writing; (2) strengthening the capacity of the com- 

Wndty college system to teach young people job skills and to retain adults 
h new skills; and (3) attracting high-technology industries such as elec- 
Franics, computers, and information-processing. 


Gov. Hunt said he will also propose in a Special Message on Crime 
Ehat the legislature take action to "get the drinking driver off the 
road."

The Governor also mentioned a number of other initiatives he wants the 
legislature to consider, including (1) a duty-free lunch period for teachers,

SUMMARY OF PROPOSED 1983-85 STATE BUDGET 


Bills containing the 1983-85 state budget proposals of Governor Hunt and 
the Advisory Budget Commission (ABC) were introduced today. S&S 23 and H 32 
contain the proposed current operations appropriations for the biennium and 
S 22 contains the capital improvement appropriations. 

The total proposed budget for 1983-84 is $6.18 billion (an increase of 
4.5% over 1982-83) and $6.37 billion in 1984-85 (an increase of 3.1% over 
1983-84). yd 

The sources of the money in the 1983-84 budget are: (1) General Fund 
(income, sales, franchise, and other taxes plus investment income), 60% or 
$3.69 billion; (2) Highway Fund (gas tax, motor vehicle, and other highway- 
related fees), 9% or $562 million; (3) Federal funds (primarily for human 
resources, education, and transportation), 22% or $1.38 billion; and (4) 
Special funds and agency receipts (university tuition, fees, collections from 
state institutions for services, and other’ charges), 9% or $546 million. 

State law requires a balanced budget. To achieve that balance, revenues 
over a fiscal year must be equal to or more than the appropriations for the 
fiscal year. In their Summary of the Recommended State Budget, the Governor 
and ABC estimate that in 1983-84, General Fund revenues will increase by 8.82 

over 1982-83. (The Governor and ABC prefer to delay their final General Fund 
revenue forecast for 1984-85 until this spring.) Highway Fund revenues are 
expected to show only slight changes in 1983-84 (.5% decrease) and 1984-85 
(virtually the same as 1983-84). 

Economic forecast. Predicting when the economy will recover from the 
recession has proven difficult. The 1982-83 budget revised last June was 
based on ant icipated General Fund revenue growth of 8.9% over the year before, 
but the Governor and ABC now estimate that the growth will. be only 5.9%. That 
difference will be absorbed this fiscal year (1982-83) by reversions (unspent 
appropriations) caused primarily by the Governor's cutting allocations to 
state departments and agencies. The 1982-83 year is expected to end with a 
credit balance of only $0.9 million to be applied to the 1983-84 budget. Last 
year, the credit balance was $108.5 million. 

The Governor and ABC expect the national economy to begin a moderate 

_recovery from the recession in early 1983. They expect the recent improvement ~ 
in automobj1é sales and housing starts to accelerate in early 1983 as interest 
rates move gradutlly lower. Consumer confidence should slowly turn more 
optimistic. Corporate profits are expected to improve, although overall invest- 
ment is likely to remain weak in 1983; thus recovery in nonresidential 
construction will be slow until 1984. A reacceleration of inflation is not 
expected. Real Gross National Product (GNP) is forecast to decline by 0.1% 
in 1982-83. But then the benefits of moderate inflation, lower interest 
rates, and fiscal stimulus should be realized, resulting in a growth rate in 
real GNP of 3.6% in 1983- 84. 


tf. the. ‘national economic growth can be sustained, North Carolina's 
economic growth will accelerate during the upcoming year. North Carolina's 
real personal income growth, after rising only 0.2% in 1982-83, should increase | 
by 3.5% in 1983-84. The Governor and ABC note, however, that a possible risk 
in their forecast is that the recovery may not begin as early as expected. 

The General Fund. Most state revenues and spending pass through the 
General Fund. Its appropriations go to almost all state activities—-the 
major exception is transportation. 

Total expected General Fund revenues available for appropriation in 1983- -84 Gi 
are $3.69 billion: (1) tax revenues of $3.55 billion (reflecting an 8.8% growth | 
rate over 1982-83); (2) non-tax revenues of $141.8 million; and (3) $0.9 
million credit balance beginning in 1983-84. 
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The recommended General Fund appropriation in 1983-84 is the same amount 
as total revenues. The continuation budget is set at $3.6 billion, an 
increase of 1.2% over 1982-83. The only recommended expansion item is the 
reinstatement of the merit salary and annual salary step programs for teachers 
and state employees, requiring $95.9 million in 1983-84. 

As noted above, the Governor and ABC prefer to delay their forecast of 
General Fund revenue growth in the second year of the budget biennium, 1984-85, 
until this spring. Therefore, the budget documents set predicted revenues in 
1984-85 at a sum ($3.84 billion) sufficient to fund the continuation budget 
($3.63 billion) and the merit and salary step program ($207.1 million). 

Because of the tight budget, no capital improvements are recommended in 


the 1983-85 General Fund budget. 


The Highway Fund. The Highway Fund's principal revenue sources are motor - 
fuel taxes and user fees related to highway transportation. The current state 
gasoline tax is 12.25 cents per gallon, of which one cent is dedicated to debt 
service for payment of principal and interest on outstanding highway bonds. 
Additional Highway Fund revenues come from vehicle registration and driver 
license fees, penalties, refunds, and investment income. 

Motor fuel tax revenue from decreasing consumption is expected to decline 
by 1.54 in 1983-84 and by 1.0% in 1984-85. However, a moderate 3.0% growth 
per year in licenses and fees will compensate for this loss. Overall Highway 
Fund revenues are expected to decrease slightly in 1983-84 (0.5% or $2.5 
million) and increase slightly ($0.5 million) in 1984-85. 

Highway Fund appropriations are $562 million in 1983-84 and $560 million 
in 1984-85. They reflect $556 million and $554 million for the continuation 
budget and $1.8 million and $4.7 million for reinstatement of merit and salary 
step increments. A small capital budget of $4.2 million and $0.5 million is 
provided, mostly ($3.5 million) for a ferry maintenance facility at Manns Harbor, 

The Highway Fund budget contains $27.5 million to provide mat¢ehing funds 


to receive federal highway construction aid of $105 million. Another $120 


million will be needed over the 1983-85 biennium to provide matching funds to 
receive additional federal highway construction aid of $466 million. The 
Governor and ABC recommend that the General Assembly provide the $120 million, 
but funds are not included in the proposed budget. (Governor Hunt in his 
State of the State speech on January 17 recommended increases in alcoholic 
beverage taxes as a primary way to raise these funds.) 

Merit salary increment and annual step funding. The only expansion item 
in the General Fund and Highway Fund budgets is the reinstatement of merit 
salary increment and annual step funding for teachers and state employees. 

State employees subject to the State Personnel Act (SPA) have a nine-step 
salary schedule. The first three steps are fully funded; however, employees 
are given step increases upon their supervisors’ recommendation. This group 


of employees represents 38% of SPA employees. Awards are limited to two- 


thirds (2/3) of the dollar amount required to give an increment to those 
eligible above the third step (48% of SPA employees). Thus, currently 86% 
of the employees are eligible for increment increases, leaving 14% of SPA 
employees not eligible becasue they are at the ninth step of the increment 
program. A merit salary increment is equal to a 4,8% increase in salary. 
Judicial employees (other than those whose salaries are set by statute, 
such as judges, prosecutors, and public defenders) receive salary increments 
in the same manner as state employees above, even though they are not subject 
to SPA. . 
Community colleges' faculty and other employees exempt from the SPA are 
provided funds in lieu of merit salary increments in an amount equal to 4Z, to 
be distributed by rules established by the State Board of Community Colleges. 
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UNC faculty and employees exempt from the SPA are provided funds in lieu 
of merit salary increment funds and longevity pay funds in an amount equal to 
5%, to be distributed by rules established by the UNC Board of Governors. 

Each certified public school employee (teachers, principals, superin- 
tendents, etc.) receives annual step increase equivalent to an average 4.8% 
salary increase. Non-certified employees (clerical assistants, aides, custodian 
etc.) are eligible for annual step increases at mid-year. Mechanics and 
property and cost clerks are limited to two-thirds (2/3) of the dollar amount 
required to award an increment to those eligible. 

Major changes in the continuation budget. The continuation budget totals 
$6.18 billion in 1983-84 and $6.37 billion in 1984-85, increases ofi24 957 yaad 
3.1% respectively. A statewide summary of major increases over 1982-83 
follows (amounts are for 1983-84 and 1984-85 respectively): (1) Additional 
equipment funds for community colleges (bringing total to $10M each year)-— 
$3.7M each year; (2) Additional new Industry Training funds for community 
colleges (bringing total to $4.1M each year)--$1.2M each year; (3)° Public 
school funds to emphasize training of teachers and instruction of students in 
science and mathematics programs--$1.8M each year; (4) Continued support of 
Microelectronics Center for facility operation and equipment purchase--$17.3M 
for biennium ($25.6M was appropriated for 1981-83 biennium) ; (5) Annualize 
cost to operate new facilities completed during 1982-83--$8.2M and. $8. 0M; 

(6) Reinstate Elementary Basic Textbook Adoption Program in public schools-— 
$11, 2M and $11.6M; (7) Reinstate School Bus and Service Truck replacement 
schedule--$13.3M and $13.5M; (8) Annualize cost of 1982-83 $10M reserve for 
Willie M _rogram--$3.1M and $3.0M; (9) Social security and retirement cost 
increases--$2.6M and $5.8M; (10) Longevity pay increases--$1.3M and 

$1.6M; (11) Utilities for state institutions and public schools--$(9.4M and 
$21. 4M; (12) Food, drugs and clothing for state institutions--$1.8M and 


$4.3M; (13) Legal counsel for indigent defendants--$1.8M each year; (14)

The Governor and ABC recommend 
salary increases for these officials as additional funds become available.

2. The Governor and ABC recommend appropriate additional funds for 
repairs and renovations of state facilities if additional revenues are found. 
The summary notes that $142.6 million in requests were submitted for this item. 

3. The summary states that travel costs have increased substantially 
since the last increase in subsistence allowances for state employees in July, 
1980. The Governor and ABC recommend an increase from $35 to $42 per day for 
in-state travel and from $45 to $52 per day for out-of-state travel. The 
summary notes that funds for the increases could come from the recommended 
continuation budgets of state departments and agencies. 

4. The Governor and ABC recommend transferring (a) the Medical Student 
Loan Program and its support staff from the Office of State Budget and 


Management to the Department of Administration; and (2) the Board of Trustees 
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of the Teachers’ and State Employees’ Comprehensive Major Medical Plan and its 
staff from the Office of State Budget and Management to become a free-standing 
board. 

5. The Governor and ABC recommend eliminating the requirement that UNC

SUMMARY OF THE GOVERNOR'S SPECIAL MESSAGE ON CRIME 


In the fourth Special Message on Crime that he has delivered to the 
North Carolina General Assembly, Governor James B. Hunt Jr. today urged a joint 
. session of the Senate and House of Representatives to pass the Safe Roads Act 
y of 1983 and "tell the drunk driver that, in North Carolina, the free ride 
across the center line is over." 

The Governor also stressed reform of bail laws, revisions in treatment 
of juvenile offenders and improvements in the rights of victims of'crime. 

Drunk driving. "The most common murderer in North Carolina is the 
drunk driver,'' Governor Hunt said. "It is time we cracked down on what has 
almost become a form of socially accepted murder." 

The Safe Roads Act embodies a plan "that is tough, comprehensive 
and effective," he said, stressing the following features: it makes it 
easier to convict a drunk driver and eliminates plea bargaining; it guarantees 
a jail term for serious offenders; it gives judges strict guidelines for 
sentencing; it requires jail or community service or loss of license in all 
cases; it makes it harder to get a license back; it requires a report card on 
how every county, every judge and every district attorney handles drunk driving 
cases; it gives the magistrate the power to detain a drunk driver for up to 
24 hours and to take his license away for 10 days; it makes bars subject to 
civil suits if they serve to minors and persons already drunk; and it raises 
the drinking age for beer and wine to 19. 

Bail laws. Governor Hunt called on the General Assembly to "provide 
tougher punishment for other criminals--like those who go free on bail and 
commit another crime.'' Today, the Governor said, a judge can deny bail only 
when an offender is charged with a capital crime. But, what about the dangerous 
criminal who is arrested, set free on bail and goes out and commits another 
crime? he asked. And what about the assailant who threatens to kill a woman 

. he has viciously raped if she goes to the police and testifies against him? 
) "T urge you to give the judge the power to deny them bail and to keep them 
locked up to protect the people of North Carolina." 

Youthful offenders. Noting that now a judge sentencing a convicted 





mo  ———— 
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youthful offender has only the choices of sending him to training school for 
an indeterminate sentence (often brief) or putting him in prison with adults, 
the Governor said that judges need to be able to send young criminals to 
training school for a set period of time, "not an indeterminate sentence that 
means they can be turned loose right after they arrive." 

Other. Governor Hunt recommended that defendants pay compensation 
to victims of crime before they pay court costs or any other payment. He said 
that the legislature should "plug a loophole in our law that, in some cases, 
does not make it a crime to use force in resisting arrest." And, the Governor 
said, we ought to consider alternative forms of punishment, to use "every 
innovative idea that will keep people out of prison in the first place and 
help them become taxpayers instead of tax burdens."

predictably result in dangerousness; and (d) his current mental status or | 
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nature of his illness limits or negates his ability to make informed decision 
to voluntarily seek treatment or comply with recommended treatment, physician 
must recommend outpatient commitment. 

(3) If outpatient commitment is recommended, respondent is to be 
released and given the name and address of the designated treatment physician 
or center to which to report for treatment or further examination pending 
hearing. 

(4) Treatment physician is allowed to prescribe reasonable and 
appropriate medication and treatment pending the district court hearing but 
is prohibited from any physical forcing of medication. 

(5) Outpatient hearings are to be held by district court judge : 
within 10 days after respondent is taken into custody in county where commit- 
ment petition was initiated. 

(6) If judge finds by clear, cogent and convincing evidence that the 
respondent meets outpatient commitment criteria, he may order outpatient commit- 
ment for up to 90 days and designate center or person responsible for super- 
vision of outpatient commitment.

Requires county assessor to give written notice 
to taxpayer of the assessment (tax value) placed on taxpayer's property for the 
current year, except that written notice not required for: (1) real property 
not subject to reappraisal for the current year; (2) personal property listed 
by aggregate value and not subsequently changed by assessor; (3) personal 
property valued on the abstract when filed and not subsequently increased by 
assessor; (4) personal property valued according to uniform schedules adopted 
by assessor before the listing period begins, but only if the method of 
appraisal is disclosed to the taxpayer, the schedules are open to public inspec- 
tion, and the taxpayer does not request written notice of assessment; (4) 
household personal property appraised by standard percentage of value of resi- 
dential property or multiple of monthly rent so indicated on the abstract or 
supplied separately when the property is listed. Prescribes contents of the 
notice of assessment. Permits joint notice to husband and wife with respect 
to: property owned by the entireties. Provides that an abstract signed by tax- 
payer or authorized agent constitutes notice of assessment for all property 
listed and valued thereon by the taxpayer or the assessor unless the assessor 
increases any such values after the taxpayer signs the abstract. 

Protest. Provides for written protest of listing or assessment by 
taxpayer. Requires protest to describe the property in issue, give the tax- 
payer's name and address, and state the basis of protest. Allows protest within 
60 days after end of regular listing period, or within 30 days after abstract 
is submitted (if submitted after end of listing period), or within 30 days 
after date notice of assessment is mailed (with respect to assessments for which 
mail notice is required), whichever event last occurs. 

Informal conference. Entitles taxpayer to an informal conference 
with the assessor to discuss taxpayer's protest, at which time dispute may be 
settled without further proceedings.

Ratio studies. Annually, the Dep't of Revenue is required to perform 
studies of the ratio of the appraised value of real property to its true value 
in each county and to establish a median ratio in each county for each calendar 
year. The ratios so established must be certified to each county and munici- 
pality not later than 30 days before the opening of the regular listing period 
(January 1). To assist the Dep't in making the ratio studies, every person

Notice of intent; notice of hearing; action before hearing. Rewrites 
GS 160A-49(a),(b) and (c) and -37(a),(b) and (c) to: (1) require that a public 
hearing be held 45 to 90 (mow, 30 to 60) days after passage by the municipal 
governing board of a resolution of intent to consider annexation; (2) require 
that annexation reports be available at least 30 (mow, 14) days prior to public 
hearing; (3) add requirements that notice of public hearing (a) include map 
of area under consideration, (b) be published for 2 (now, 4) successive weeks, 
(c) be mailed at least 4 weeks prior to hearing date by certified mail to 
owners of affected property as shown by tax records (if return receipt not 
received, notice to be posted on property at least 7 days before hearing; if 
tax records inadequate to identify owners, posting on all buildings and at least 
5 other places in area may be used in lieu of certified mail; fact of posting 
of notice on property must be certified to governing board); (4) require 
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governing board to approve annexation report at least 30 (now, 14) days before 
public hearing; and (5) require list of affected property owners and map of 
area to be annexed to be posted in office of city clerk at least 30 days 
before public hearing. 

; Passage of annexation ordinance; effective date. Amends GS 160A-49 (e) 
to require that if an annexation report (for city over 5,000) is amended to 
show additional grounds for annexation under GS 160A-48, there must be another 
public hearing 30 to 90 days later and such hearing must be announced at the 
first public hearing. 

Amends GS 160A-37(e) and -49(e) to: (1) give governing board authority 
to adopt annexation ordinance at regular or special meeting 10 to 90 (now, 7 to 
60) days following the public hearing; and (2) to provide that ordinance may 
make annexation effective 40 to 400 days (now, within 12 months) from date of 
passage of ordinance. 

Annexantion report and plans; extension of services. Amends 
GS 160A-35(1)b. and -47(1)b. to require that water and sewer map in the annex- 
ation report bear the seal of a registered professional engineer. 

Amends GS 160A-33(5) and -45(5) to provide that annexed areas should 
receive services provided by annexing municipality in accordance with time- 
tables in GS 160A-35(3) and -47(3) (now, as soon as possible following 
annexation). 

Amends GS 160A-47(3)b. and c. to require that annexation plan for 
city of 5,000 or more: (1) provide for extension of water and sewer lines to 
property (now, covers only extension of major trunk water mains and sewer out- 
fall lines into area to be annexed) if requested before adoption of ordinance 
by owner of occupied dwelling or operating commercial or industrial property; 
and (2) set proposed timetable for construction of necessary extension of 
major trunk water mains, sewer outfall lines, sewer lines and water lines as 
soon as possible after annexation but calling for completion within 2 years 
(now, 12 months and does not include sewer and water lines) of effective date 
of annexation. Amends GS 160A-49(e)(3) to add such water and sewer lines to 
types of construction for which ordinance must include finding that municipality 
will have sufficient appropriated funds. 

Amends GS 160A-49(h) to: (1) provide that a property owner who 
believes not earlier than 12 and not later than 27 (now, 15) months from 
effective date of annexation that a municipality (over 5,000) has not followed 
through with adopted service plans, may apply for a writ of mandamus;. and (2) 
provide that superior court judge may grant relief (a) if plans require construc- 
tion of major trunk water mains and sewer outfall lines, or (b) a request under 
GS 160A-47(3)b requires extension of water and sewer lines (new), and (c) 
construction has not been completed within 2 years of effective date of annex- 
ation (now, if contracts for such construction have not yet been let). 

| Adds new GS 160A-49(j) providing following remedy for property owner 
when required extension of water or sewer line (by city of 5,000 or more) is 
not complete 2 years after effective date of annexation: (1) owner may petition 
Local Gov't Comm'n for deannexation not more than 60 days after end of 2-year

Adds new GS 160A-1(8) defining "rural fire department" as a bona fide 
dep't which is classified as not less than class '9' as determined by the 
Comm'r of Insurance and operates fire apparatus and equipment of value of 
$5,000 or more. 

Adds new GS 160A-35(4) and -47(4) requiring that annexation plan and 
report include a statement of the impact of the annexation on any rural fire 
dep't providing service in area to be annexed, if area where service is 
provided is in a designated insurance district or rural fire protection or 
fire service district. 

Adds new GS 160A-37.1 and -49.1 requiring that if: (1) an annexa- 
tion would take in 10% or more of the assessed valuation of property in a 
rural fire protection, fire service, or insurance district; and (2) a rural fire 
dep't was serving the area to be annexed on date resolution of intent was 
adopted, then city must make good faith effort to negotiate a 5~year contract 
with the rural fire dep't. If-the area is a rural fire protection or fire 
service district, an offer to pay the tax rate in the district is deemed a good 
faith offer. If the area is an insurance, but not a rural fire protection or 
fire service district an offer to pay the equivalent of the city tax rate 
for fire protection (as percent of city's general fund budget) is deemed a 
good faith offer. Does not obligate city or rural fire dep't to enter any 
contract. 

Provides that rural fire dep't which feels that no good faith offer 
is made may: (1) appeal to Local Gov't Comm'n within 30 days after passage of 
annexation ordinance; and (2) apply to Comm'n for an order staying operation 
of ordinance pending review. Comm'n may grant or deny such stay in its dis- 
cretion. If Comm'n finds that no good faith offer was made. annexation may 
not take effect until such offer is made. Makes judicial review of Comm'n's 
decision available to either party under Administrative Procedure Act. 

Adds new GS 160A-37.2 and -49.2 requiring a city, if it does not 
contract for fire service in annexed area, or at conclusion of the contract 
if it does so contract, to assume a proportionate share of any outstanding 
debt relating to facilities or equipment of the rural fire dep't, if the debt 
was existing at the time of adoption of resolution of intent, with amount of 
assumption based on the proportion at the time of annexation of assessed 
valuation of area of district annexed to assessed valuation of entire district. 
Requires Sty and rural fire dep't to jointly present payment schedule to 
Local Gov't Comm'n for approval; prchibits payment prior to approval. 

Amends GS 118-42 to provide that any member of the NC Firemen's and 
Rescue Squad Workers' Pension Fund who: (1) is unable to perform as a fireman 
of any status because (a) his residence is annexed by a city, or (b) his 
dep't is closed because of annexation; and (2) has at least 10 years service 
with the pension fund, may be permitted to continue making $5 monthly contri- 
butions to the fund until he has paid $1,200 into the fund.

' used here includes all wineries and out-of-state wine vendors with NC permit 
and "wholesaler" includes. such wholesalers, importers, and bottlers. Franchise 
agreement exists, even if unwritten, when winery and wholesaler have specified 
commercial relationships which generally consist of wholesaler selling and 
depending on winery's products. Winery required to assign to each wholesaler 
with which it has agreement a territory in which that wholesaler has primary 
responsibility for sales. Only one wholesaler may be given primary responsi- 
bility in the territory, but wholesalers may sell outside territory. Wineries 
to notify ABC Comm'n within 30 days of ratification of act of assigned terri- 
tories, which are to be those presently being served by wholesalers. 

Prohibits winery from cancelling franchise agreement with wholesaler 
except for cause, which includes loss of license by wholesaler, bankruptcy, 
and failure of wholesaler to maintain adequate sales volume or to render 
services comparable to those of other wholesalers in state. Sets procedure 
for winery to terminate agreement, with wholesaler having recourse to hearing 
before ABC Comm'n. ABC Comm'n empowered to determine if violation of termina- 
tion provisions occurs, may award attorney fees against winery acting in 
bad faith. Winery not permitted to cancel agreement just because wholesaler 
changes ownership, and may not withhold consent to transfer within family. 
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If winery improperly terminates agreement, wholesaler entitled to 
compensation as determined by arbitrator. Wholesaler also entitled to bring 
suit, obtain injunctive relief, receive punitive damages and attorneys' fees. 

Winery prohibited from setting wholesalers' prices, taking retalia- 
tory action against wholesaler for complaining under act, requiring management 
changes by wholesaler, discriminating in pricing among wholesalers, requiring 
waiver of any of provisions of act. Obligations of wineryunder franchise 
agreement extend to purchaser of winery. 

Provisions of act may not be altered by contract.

"To prohibit diseriminatton in housing." Prohibited discrimination. 


Creates new GS Ch. 41A (State Fair Housing Act) to make it a discriminatory 


practice for any person in a real estate transaction (RET) to engage in the 
following conduct because of a person's race, color, religion, sex, national 
origin, handicap, or marital status: (1) refuse to engage in a RET, (2) 
discriminate against a person in the terms, conditions, or privileges of a 
RET or in furnishing facilities or services in connection with a transaction; 
(3) refuse to receive or fail to transmit a bona fide offer to engage in a 
RET; (4) refuse to negotiate for a RET: (5) represent to a person that real 
property is not available for inspection or a transaction when it is available, 
or fail to bring a property listing to his attention or to permit him to 
inspect property; (6) cause a statement to be published that indicates an 
intent to discriminate with respect to a RET, or use an application for a 
transaction or make an inquiry that indicates such an intent; and (7) offer, 
solicit, accept, use or retain a real property listing with the understanding 
that a person may be discriminated against in a RET. 

Makes it a discriminatory practice (1) for a financial institution 
to whom application is made for financial assistance in connection with a RET 
or construction, repair, or improvement of real property to discriminate because 
Of race, color, religion, etc., as above; (2) for a financial institution to 
use a form or keep a record in connection with an application that indicates 
an intent to discriminate for those reasons; (3) for a person with a financial 
interest in a RET to represent for the purpose of inducing a transaction that 
a change has occurred or will occur in the composition in an area with respect 
to race, color, religion, etc., or that a change in composition has resulted 
or will result in other specified negative changes; and (4) for real estate 
organizations to deny qualified person membership based on those grounds. 

Defines persons covered by act to include individuals, corporations, 


state and local political subdivisions, and other specified legal entities. 


Defines covered real estate transactions to include the sale, exchange, rental, 
or lease of real property. Exempts the following from coverage: (1) rental 
of housing accommodation in building that contains accommodations for not more 
than four families living independently of each other if the lessor or a 
member of his family resides there; (2) rental of room in housing accommoda- 


tion by individual if he or a member of his family resides there; (3) religious 


organizations or charitable or educational organizations controlled by 
religious institution that give preference to members of same religion in a RET: 
(4) private clubs that provide lodging to members for other than a commercial 
purpose; (5) sex discrimination in leasing accommodations in single-sex dormi- 
tory property and age discrimination in sale or lease of accommodations in 


senior citizens home; and (6) discrimination plan as part of conciliation 


agreement entered into under GS Ch. 41A or Federal Fair Housing Act. 

: Enforcement. Provides that persons who claim to have been injured or 
reasonably anticipate being injured by a discriminatory practice may file a 
complaint with NC Human Relations Council. Requires Council to notify com- 
plainant within 30 days of whether it intends to investigate the complaint. 
Requires Council to eliminate discriminatory practice by informal methods if 
it has reasonable cause to believe that discrimination occurred, but if reason- 
able cause is not found the complaint will be dismissed and the complainant 
will be issued a right-to-sue letter permitting a civil action in superior court, 
Complaint must be filed within 180 days after alleged discriminatory practice. 
Provides that Council is divested of jurisdiction if another government agency 
has jurisdiction and equivalent authority.

GS 15-226: (1) persons who were placed on probation without conviction pur-

(2) persons.who have been placed on probation pursuant to GS 90-96(al) or 
90-113.14(al) and have successfully completed probation; (3) persons who have 

been convicted of a misdemeanor under NC law other than a traffic offense and

Introducer: Barnes sent. to, Judiciary 1 


"To elartfy a married woman's domicile for tax purposes."- Amends 
GS 105-135(13) (defining resident for income tax purposes) to specify that 
Same presumptions about domicile of married individual apply equally to 
men and women. 


H 433 Incompetent's property partition Su 5,7 39.4 46 
Introducer: Clark Sent to Judiciary 2 


"To authortze a partition of the real property of an abandoned 
tneompetent spouse owned by the incompetent spouse and the abandoning spouse 
as tenants by the enttreties as recannended by the General Statutes Comntsston." 
Adds new GS 35-14.1 to allow guardians of incompetent persons described in 
title to bring special proceeding for partition before clerk with juris- 
diction over incompetent under GS 35-1.8. Requires notice to be served under 
GS 1A-1, Rule 4. Requires clerk, before ordering partition, to find that 
incompetent person has been abandoned by spouse for one year, that spouse 
has knowledge of proceeding or adequate notice has been served, and that 
partition is in best interest of incompetent person. Specifies that procedure 
under GS Ch. 46 governs partition. 


H 434 Powers of attorney revision GS. 3257-47 
Introducer: Clark Sent to Judiciary 2 


"To provtde a statutory short form power of attorney and a 
durable power of attorney statute as recommended by the General Statutes 
Commtsston." Adds new GS Ch. 32B expanding and clarifying the law regarding 
Powers of Attorney (POA). 

Article 1, Based on portions of the Uniform Durable Power of 
Attorney Act, provides in new GS 32B-1 that a principal's death (whether the 
POA is durable or otherwise) or his incapacity or incompetence (if the POA is 
not a durable one) does not revoke or terminate the agency of an attorney-in- 
fact who (1) does not have notice of the death, incapacity or incompetence, 
and (2) acts in good faith under the power. New GS 32B-2 authorizes an 
attorney-in-fact who acts in good faith under a POA without notice of a re- 
vocation or of the principal's death, incapacity or incompetence to execute 
an affidavit stating that he lacked such notice at time of exercise of power; 
allows other parties dealing with such attorney-in-fact without notice to rely 


a 
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on such affidavit as conclusive proof that the POA had’ not been revoked or 
terminated; and provides that such affidavits are recordable when property 
authenticated if exercise of the POA involves execution of a recordable instrument. 

Article 2 (GS 32B-7, -8, and -9) sets forth an authorized, but not 
exclusive, form for creation of a POA; specifies 9 extensive sets of powers 
conferred by the statutory form; and provides in the statutory form for (1) cross—@ 
referencing to statutorily specified powers, (2) deletion or limitation of any . 
specified powers, (3) option that POA begin with and/or continue beyond principal S- 
incapacity or incompetence, and (4) options regarding termination, substitution, 
and revocation. 

Article 3, (GS 32B-25 through -31) based in part on the Uniform 
Durable Power of Attorney Act and present GS 47-115.1, concerns durable powers 
of attorney (those showing the principal's intent that the authority conferred 
be exercisable notwithstanding his subsequent incapacity or mental incompetence). 
GS 32B-26 provides that (1) acts by an attorney-in-fact pursuant to a registered 
durable POA during the incapacity or incompetence of the principal have the 
same effect as if the principal were not incapacitated or incompetent; (2) 
such POA's are not valid after the principal's incapacity or incompetency 
unless registered in the office of the register of deeds in a proper county; 
(3) such POA is valid even if registered after the incapacity or incompetence; 
(4) the attorney-in-fact must, within 30 days of registration, file a copy of 
the POA with the clerk of superior court in the county of registration, but 
failure to do so does not affect the validity of the POA; and (5) any person 
dealing with an attorney-in-fact acting under such a POA is protected to the 
extent of the powers conferred and is not responsible for misapplication of 
money or property paid or transferred to the attorney-in-fact. GS 32B-27 
provides that (1) an attorney-in-fact is accountable to a fiduciary appointed 
after execution of a durable POA by a court of the principal's domicile to 
manage some or all of his property as well as to the principal, (2) such 
fiduciary has the same power to revoke or amend the POA as the principal would 
have if not incapacitated or incompetent, and (3) a principal in a durable 
POA may nominate a conservator or guardian and such nomination must be 
followed by a court in subsequent protective proceeding except for good cause 
or disqualification. GS 32B-28 specifies records requirements of attorney- 
in-fact after the incapacity or incompetence of the principal. Gives clerk 
authority to (1) enforce filing requirements; (2) compute and fix fees and 
charges, but only in regard to property required to be shown in the accounts 
and inventories; and (3) fix the commission to be paid the attorney-in-fact, 
if the amount or method of determination is not provided in the POA, pursuant 
to GS 32-50(c). GS 32B-29 provides that a durable POA ceases to be effective 
if (1) all attorneys-in-fact named in the POA or substituted die or become 
incapable of acting, and (2) all methods for substitution provided in the POA 
have been exhausted. Requires that any substitution be in writing and acknow- 
ledged by the person authorized to make it, and that a notice of any other 
substitution be in writing and acknowledged by the person substituted. Provides 
that no substitution or notice subsequent to the principal's incapacity or 
incompetence is effective until recorded with register of deeds in county in 
which POA is recorded. GS 32B-30 provides that every POA executed under this 
section (apparently intends Article or Chapter) is revoked by (1) death of 
the principal, or (2) registration in office of register of deeds where POA 
is recorded of an instrument of revocation executed by (a) the principal while 
not incompetent or incapacitated or (b) any person or corporation given power 
of revocation in the POA or by this Article, with proof of service on the 
attorney-in-fact in either case. GS 32B-31 provides that any POA executed 
pursuant to GS 47-115.1 prior to Oct. 1, 1983 is deemed to be a durable POA as 
defined in new GS 32B-25. Repeals GS 47-115.1 (provisions for continuation of 
POA beyond incapacity or incompetence of principal).

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H 435 Will dissent right GS 30 
Introducer: Clark Sent to Judiciary 2 


"To revise the statutes relating to a surviving spouse's right to 
dissent from the will of the deceased spouse as recommended by the General 
Statutes Commisston." Repeals Art. 1 (Dissent from Will), GS Ch. 30 and adds 
new Art. 5 (Right to Dissent). Provides that a surviving spouse has the right 
to dissent from the will of a deceased spouse (now, surviving spouse may 
dissent from will only if qualifications specified in GS 30-1 are satisfied). 
Provides that surviving spouse who dissents from will.is to receive elective 
share established by proposed GS 30-42 and such spouse forfeits all rights to 
receive property under the will. Requires surviving spouse to file dissent 
with the clerk of superior court of county in which will is probated within 


_ seven months after issuance of letters to personal représentative (now, 


within six months after issuance of letters testamentary) or within reason- 
able time allowed by clerk if litigation is pending that affects share of 
surviving spouse; time and manner of dissent otherwise same as under GS 30-2. 
Provides that surviving spouse is to receive one-half of augmented 
estate if deceased spouse is survived by (1) one child, or a lineal descendant 
of one child, (2) a parent or parents, but no children or lineal. descendants 
of deceased children, or (3) no children or lineal descendants of deceased 
children and without a surviving parent; surviving spouse is to receive one- 
third of augmented estate if deceased spouse is survived by (1) two or more 
children, (2) one child and any lineal descendant of one or more deceased 
children, or (3) lineal descendants of two or more deceased children. Elim-— 
inates provisions of GS 30-3(b) relating to second or successive spouses. 
Defines "augmented estate'’ to include the net estate [GS 29-2(5)] plus the 
value of property transferred by decedent in the following ways to anyone 
other than a bona fide purchaser during the marriage to the extent that full 
compensation was not received: (1) transfer under which decedent retained 
possession, enjoyment, or right to income from property at time of death; 
(2) transfer under which decedent retained at time of death the power to 
revoke, consume, or invade principal for his benefit; (3) transfer under 
which at time of death the property is held by decedent and another with right 
of survivorship; or (4) transfer to donee within two years of decedent's death 
to extent that aggregate transfers to any one donee in either year exceeds 
$3,000. Provides that augmented estate also includes following interests pass- 
ing to any beneficiary other than an interest for which decedent received full 
compensation: (1) life insurance proceeds attributable to premiums paid by 
decedent; (2) proceeds of annuity contracts under which decedent was primary 
annuitant attributable to premiums paid by decedent; (3) commuted value of 
amounts payable after decedent's death under specified pension plans attri- 


‘buted to service performed or disabilities incurred by decedent; or (4) 


property held by decedent and transferred by contract due to decedent's death. 
Provides that a transfer to or for benefit of any person other than the 
surviving spouse is excluded from the augmented estate if made with surviving 
spouse's written consent or joinder. 

Specifies how property is to be valued. Specifies the assets from 
which the elective share is to be formed. Requires elective share of surviving 
spouse to be determined before federal estate tax is deducted or paid. 
Provides that the right of dissent of a surviving spouse is personal and may 
not be transferred or exercised after surviving spouse's death. Provides that 
a surviving spouse's right of dissent may be waived before or after marriage 
by a written agreement. Effective Oct. 1, 1983 and governs right to dissent 
from wills of decedents dying on or after that date. 
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Hy e436 Service by newspaper publication GS 1,14 
Introducer: Clark Sent to Judiciary 2 





"To rvevtse G.S. 1A-1, Rule 4(g1), G.S. 1-597 and G.S9 1-ogé, 
relating to service of process by newspaper. publication in order to tneorporate 
court mandated requtrements as recommended by the General Statutes Commissiam." 
Rewrites GS 1A-1, Rule 4(j1) to require that notice by publication be published 
in the qualified newspaper most likely to provide actual notice to party to 
be served (now, in most instances must be published in newspaper published in 
county where action is pending). Requires party seeking to serve by publica- 
tion to file affidavit with clerk in county where action is pending setting 
out information as to where party to be served is located and setting out 
basis to believe newspaper selected by notifying party is proper one for 
service. Requires clerk to enter order setting out proper newspaper for 
service. Rewrites GS 1-597 to specify requirements for newspaper to qualify 
as proper one for service by publication of any legal notice or advertisement 
as follows: (1) Must be of general circulation to actual paid subscribers; 
(2) Must be regularly published at least once a week for preceding 12 months. 
Provides that notice is to be in paper most likely to give actual notice, 
and specifies that publication in newspaper with largest paid circulation in 
area in which interested persons reside is prima facie evidence of that fact. 
Rewrites GS 1-598 to make stylistic and conforming changes. Effective 
Jan. 1, 1984 and applies to actions begun on or after that date.

by prohibiting construction. (2) Ordinance applies automatically to all 

ridges with elevation of 2500 or more feet above mean sea level (MSL) and all 
ridges with elevation of 500 or more feet above an adjacent valley floor;

counties may be conducted in the jurors" county of residence. Effective 
July 1, 1983 and applies to trials begun on or after that date.

Introducer: Hunter Sent to Judiciary 4 


"To amend service of process in summary ejectment and small claims 
eases." Amends GS 42-29 to require that when service of process on a defendant 
in a summary ejectment action is made under present provision directing officer 
to affix copies of the summons and complaint to some conspicuous part of the 
premises claimed, the officer also mail a copy of the summons and complaint 
to defendant at his last known address.

"To approve the Southeast Interstate Low-Level Radtoactive Waste 
Management Compact." Proposes that NC adopt South East Interstate Low-Level 
Radioactive Waste Management Compact with following features: (1) Eligible 
states are the Carolinas, Alabama, Florida, Georgia, Mississippi, Tennessee, . 
Virginia. (Others may be added on two-thirds vote of the Commission), (2) Minimum — 
of three states plus Congress' consent required for compact to become effective. 
(3) Compact to be administered by a Commission composed of two voting members 
from each party state (appointed according to state law), which may select its 
own staff independent of state personnel laws. (4) Party states are entitled 
to have the wastes generated within their borders stored, treated or disposed 
of at regional facilities, plus a right-of-access to facilities outside the 
region made available to the region through agreements developed by Comm'n 
(initial regional facility through Dec. 31, 1992, is at Barnwell County, S.C.). 
(5) Party states are obligated, among other things: (a) to serve as host state 
for a regional facility if designated by two-thirds vote of Commission, but 
not to host a second regional facility until each party state has one such 
facility; (b) to give at least four years' notice of closing a regional 
facility, except for protection of health and safety, or if Congress materially 
alters the compact; (c) to pass no law inconsistent with the compact; (d) to 
require its generators to use best available technology to reduce waste

and (f) to show capability to regulate and license and ensure extended care of 
facilities within its borders, and to enforce applicable federal and state 
laws concerning packaging and transport. (6) Host states are responsible for

of their regional facilities, and for ensuring that necessary licenses are issued. 
(7) Commission's funding is by: (a) each party state paying $25,000 to Com- 
mission upon becoming a member, and (b) each host state levying user fees or 
surcharges based on volume of wastes sufficient to cover the Commission's annual 
budget. (8) Commission is empowered, among other things, to accept conditional 
grants from US, states, or others; to determine types and numbers of needed 
regional facilities; to appear on behalf of party state or states (upon request 
of their Commission members) in court, agency procedings, Congress, or legis- 
latures; to enter agreement for importing waste into the region and right of 
access to out-of-region facilities, by two-thirds vote; to prohibit export 
of waste from the region after 1/1/86. (As of 1/1/86 waste management at 
regional facilities is limited to wastes generated within the region and 
within non-party states when authorized by Commission.) (9) Commission's 
liabilities are not liabilities of the party states. (10) Party states may 
withdraw from compact but must leave regional facilities available to the 
region for four years after notice. Compact is terminable only by action of 
Congress or rescission of all states’ laws that enacted the compact. (11) 
Compact does not prohibit storage or treatment of waste generators on their 
premises. Party states may not apply their laws to discriminate against 
access to regional facilities by generators from other party states. (12) 
Provides that no state which is a member of another regional low-level 
radioactive waste compact is eligible to join the compact. (13) Provides, 
separately from the compact, for (a) appointment of NC's Commission members 
by the Governor, to serve at his pleasure, plus alternates, and (b)

Amends GS 66-58(b) (16) to allow Dep't of Correction to provide 
laundry services for state agencies which are state-funded and for county or 
municipality controlled or supported hospitals, without present limitation to 
those being served or for which service had been contracted or applied for 
wewoc May 22, 1973. 


Bo ays Prepaid dental plans GS.57B 
Introducer: Adam Sent to Insurance 


"To regulate prepaid dental plans and prepatd dental plan organt- 
zattons." Adds new GS Ch. 57C (Prepaid Dental Health Plan Act of 1983) 
providing comprehensive regulation of all aspects of prepaid dental health 
plans by the Comm'r of Insurance. 

Documents to be filed. The bill requires that persons or organiza- 
tions desiring to operate as prepaid dental plan organizations apply to Comm'r 
for a certificate of authority and may not operate before getting one, except: 
(1) persons currently (as of effective date) operating prepaid dental plans 
pursuant to certificates of authority under GS Ch. 57B may continue to operate 
and be regulated under that Chapter; and (2) unlicensed applicants operating 
on effective date of bill may continue to operate as prepaid dental plan 
organization until Comm'r acts upon application. Such applications must contain 

information and documents specified in bill. Comm'r must (1) certify within 90 
days whether the applicant has met requirements specified in bill (generally 
relating to arrangements for adequate dental care and emergency care for sub- 
scribers in geographical area), stating reasons if requirements not met, and 

(2) within 60 days issue or deny certification of authority. Conditions that 
must be met and factors to be considered by Comm'r in determining if conditions 
are met (moral character, bond, financial responsibility, professional services, 
etc.) are specified in bill. : 

Other documents that must be filed with the Comm'r by applicants or 
certificate-holders include: (1) notice of significant modification of prepaid 
dental plans; (2) plans and amendments to plans; (3) copies of membership 
cards or other evidence of coverage to be issued to subscribers; (4) 
brochures or other solicitation documents; and (5) exact samples of contracts 
with dental care providers. Each document (1) must contain provisions or 
information specified in bill and (2) receive the prior approval of the Comm'r 
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(deemed approved if not disapproved within 30 days). Comm'r may disapprove or 
withdraw approval for reasons specified in bill. 

Other required filings specified in bill. 

Revocation of certificate of authority. Comm'r may suspend or revoke 
certificate if he finds: (1) the organization is operating contrary to its 
organizational documents; (2) lack of financial responsibility; (3) continued 
operation is detrimental to subscribers; (4) false information has been 
submitted; or (5) violation of provisions of bill. Upon revocation or suspen- 
sion, organization may not advertise, solicit, or enroll subscribers. Comm'r 
is required to give notice of grounds. If a hearing is requested, the State 
Board of Dental Examiners is entitled to notice and to make an investigation 
if the grounds relate to quality of dental care services. 

Authority of dental plan organization. Upon certification, organi- 
zation is authorized to enroll individuals, contract with dental care providers, 
with insurance companies, and for administrative and consultant services, 
and accept payments covering costs of planning and development of dental care 
plans from government or private agencies or others. . 

Obligations of prepaid dental plans. A prepaid plan must provide: 
(1) dental care services described in evidence of coverage; (2) emergency 
short term dental care in geographical area; (3) right of subscriber to select 
licensed dentist participating in plan (and employer must offer employees 
option of subscribing to direct reimbursement or other plan which provides 
payment for comparable dental service furnished by dentist of employee's 
choice at no great premium); (4) right of any licensed dentist to participate 
as a dental care provider; and (5) a complaint procedure for subscribers which 
must be approved by Comm'r. © 

Sales and solicitation. Bill prohibits anyone from soliciting, 
negotiating, advertising or effectuating prepaid dental plan contracts unless 
he is licensed as a contracting sales agent. Every plan must register, 
annually, each contracting sales representative used by the plan and remit a 
$10 fee for each. Such representatives are subject to same regulations as 
disability insurance agents. Representatives receiving funds for plan do so 
in fiduciary capacity. Any diversion of such funds is deemed to be larceny. 
Potential subscriber must be given the approved solicitation document at 
or before the time he is solicited to enroll in the plan. This document must 
notify him of his right to cancellation of his enrollment within 72 hours. The 
bill specifies grounds for Comm'r to deny or refuse to renew registration of 
any contracting sales representative or to revoke or suspend registration. 
‘Comm'r may levy an administrative penalty of $100 or $500. Conviction of © 
violation of any provision of bill operates automatically as immediate revo- 
cation. Representatives who are denied registration, or are suspended or 
revoked, have a right to a hearing. ~ 

Other miscellaneous provisions. Comm'r is authorized (1) to promul- 
gate rules after notice and hearing, (2) to apply to court for cease and 
desist orders, or an order directing him to rehabilitate, liquidate, or 
conserve a prepaid dental plan, and (3) to examine, at expense of organiza- 
tion, the financial records of organization, if there is good cause. Plans 
are subject to GS Ch. 105 (taxation). Plans may invest their investable funds 
only in securities or other investments permitted for the legal reserves of 
life insurance companies (unless approved by Comm'r). Bill specifies that plans 
must deposit security with the Comm'r in an amount determined by him, and must 
maintain reserves according to schedule set out in bill. Bill specifies 
various fees (up to $25) which must be remitted to Comm'r with various filings. 
- Filings with the Comm'r are declared to be public records while subscriber 
dental health records are "confidential."

"To amend the Employment Security Law to assure federal compliance and 
other techntcal amendments." Makes numerous substantive, clarifying and 
technical amendments to GS Chapter 96 (Employment Security). 

Eligibility for unemployment benefits. Authorizes Employment Security 
Comm'n to require person seeking benefits to undertake training course when such 
condition necessary to enable Comm'n to receive benefits of federal law. Pro- 
vides that no person deemed able to work in any week for which he is receiving 
or applying for federal or state disability benefits. Provides that employees 
of institutions of higher education and secondary schools become retroactively 
eligible for benefits for time between academic terms if not reemployed for the 
next term and prior claim for benefits denied solely because of special provi- 
sions that deny benefits for such employees for unemployment between terms. 
Revises statute that denies benefits when employee discharged for misconduct to 
permit benefits for nine weeks when employee discharged for "just cause" that does 
not rise to the level of misconduct, defining "just cause" to specifically 
include absenteeism or tardiness, violation of reasonable employer rules for 
reasonable cause, and ordinary negligence. Allows Comm'n to reduce benefit period 
to as little as 4 weeks or increase it to as much as 13 weeks on basis of miti- 
gating or aggravating circumstances, but denies eligibility for extended 
benefits to employees discharged for "just cause”. 

Protest and appeal of Comm'n determination of eligibility or benefit 
level. Directs that protest of decision determining that a claim is not valid 
for any reason other than lack of base period earnings shall be referred to an 
adjudicator, and protest of monetary determination on claim determined valid 
shall be resolved by Chief Deputy Comm'r or his designee with claimant having 
10 days from earlier of mailing or delivery of determination to file protest 
(now, 10 days from delivery).

Named the "Hazardous Waste Strict Liability Act of 
L983" States purpose as providing for workable strict liability system for 
hazardous wastes in North Carolina as recommended in 1983 Report of Governor's 
Waste Management Board. 

Amends GS 130-166.16 to add definitions to existing solid waste 
legislation. Defines "strictly liable" as meaning liable without regard to 
defendant's negligence or fault, or the defendant's forseeability of an occur- 
ence or the consequent damage either to or prior to occurrence. Defines terms 
"caused by'' to make clear that if damage is caused by both a hazardous waste 
occurrence and by other causes, damages are limited under this law to those 
fairly attributable to the hazardous occurrence. Adds new section GS 130-166. 21G 
to provide that generator, transporter, treater, storer, or disposer in 
control of hazardous waste at time of "hazardous waste occurrence" is strictly 
liable for bodily injury and property damage caused by it. Generator of 
hazardous wastes is strictly liable for damages caused by hazardous waste 
occurrences whether or not in control of the waste at time of occurrence. 
Generator is to be jointly and severally liable together with transporter and 
any other person in control of waste at time of occurrence. Person accepting 
waste for storage and later causing waste to be again at area is treated 
as generator. 

Defenses to strict liability include proof that claimant (person 
damaged) had knowledge of the danger and voluntarily and unreasonably "“encountered’ 
the danger or proof that occurrence was caused by an act of war or act of God. 

Defendant may also avoid liability by proving that hazardous waste 
was transferred to and accepted by a duly-permitted hazardous waste facility. 
If evidence "insufficient to establish" whether waste was transferred to and 
accepted by facility, the owner or operator of the facility is also heeiie 
and severally liable for damages, along with other defendants. 

No punitive or exemplary damages may be awarded. Damages are also 
to be offset by workers’ compensation benefits for resulting injuries. Act 
is not to deprive claimant of any other available remedy under common law or 
state or federal law.

facility for treatment and counseling for minimum 60 day period; requires that 
child's records of arrest and guilt be sealed and expunged 2 years from date 
of arrest if child has violated no provisions of the article in that period. 

New GS 14-321.4 makes it a Class G felony (mistake of age no defense) 
for (1) any person at least 14 years old to engage in child pornography (encourage,

of review is to insure that every reasonable effort is being made to provide for 
permanent placement plan for the child consistent with the child's best interest; 
(5) requires court at each review to consider at least (a) adequacy of agency's 
plan for a permanent placement and its efforts to implement the plan, (b) whether 
child has been listed with NC Adoption Resource Exchange, NC Photo Adoption 
Listing Service, or other adoption agency, and (c) previous efforts by agency to 
find permanent home for the child; (6) requires court to find facts and affirm 
agency plan or require specific additional steps; (7) requires agency, upon 
placement of child for adoption and filing of adoption petition, to notify court 
and guardian ad litem in writing; court then to cancel any,scheduled review and 
enter order terminating jurisdiction of court and responsibility of guardian 

ad litem; and (8) provides that selection of specific adoptive parents is respon- 
sibility of and in discretion of the agency and that any issue of agency abuse 
of discretion must be raised by guardian ad litem within 10 days of agency's 
giving notice of filing of adoption petition. (Act does not refer to or repeal 
similar provisions in GS 7A-289.31(cl) and 7A-289.35.) 

New GS 7A-660 requires director of social services or director of 
licensed private child-placing agency to file petition for review and request clerk 
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to calendar for review of agency's plan for the child, the following cases:

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Developer is required to submit an application for registration containing ~~. - 
information specified in bill, and NC:Real Estate Comm'n is required to issue 
certificate if it finds that the project will be directed and conducted by 
persons of good moral character.. An application fee of up to $1,500 must accompany 
application. Persons desiring to-act as time share salesmen must also obtain 
certificates of registration by submitting an application containing specified 
information and a fee of up to $20, and Comm'n is required to issue certificate 
upon a finding that applicant is of. good moral character. Licensed real estate 
brokers and licensed real estate salesmen when supervised by brokers are exempt 
from provisions of bill. If Comm'n denies a certificate, applicant may demand - 
a hearing which must comply with the Administrative Procedure Act (APA). All « 
certificates of registration expire on June 30 -of each year and may be renewed 
during June upon payment of a renewal fee.

Certain disclosures required. In connection with the marketing of 
time shares, developers are required to provide purchasers with "public offering 
statements" containing information specified in bill, including the purchaser's 
right to rescind, without penalty or forfeiture of any payments, within ten days 
of executing contract of purchase. No instrument of sale may be recorded within 
ten days from the date of execution of contract of sale, and developer must 
deposit payments in escrow for 15 days from date of execution of contract of sale 
during which time payments remain the property of purchaser. If developer fails ~ 
to make proper disclosure, then a purchaser to whom a time share is transferred 
may recover damages in the amount of 10% of the purchase price up to $3;000, in 
addition to any other damages and rights of the purchaser. 

Bill also requires prior written disclosures by the developer concern- :— 
ing any exchange programs offered to purchasers of time shares. These disclosures, 
which are specified in bill, include certain disclosures that must be independently 
audited by a certified public accountant. Companies offering exchange programs 
directly to purchasers or owners of time shares are required to make similar 
disclosures. ; 

Powers of Comm'n. Bill gives the NC Real Estate Comm'n rule-making © 
authority, as well as the authority to prescribe procedures and forms for use 
in complying with bill. Both developers and companies offering direct sale of 
exchange programs appoint the Comm'n as their agent to receive service of process, 
and such appointment is irrevocable. Comm'n is authorized to make unannounced 
inspections of developers' records of time share transactions (which developers 
are required to maintain) and to otherwise investigate developers and salesmen, 
and upon finding probable cause that any provision of bill has been violated, 
to hold a hearing complying with the APA.

Makes covered facilities subject to injunctive provisions 
of GS 110-104 for violation of minimum standards of GS 110-91 (but not for operating 
without a license) or for operating without filing forms or following procedures 
required by the act. Provides that act does not (1) allow state to regulate or 


otherwise interfere with the religious missions of covered facilities, or (2) pro-

Provides that all meetings of any board or comm'n of any state agency 
or authority or of any agency or authority of any county, municipality, or 
political subdivision (except as Article provides otherwise) at which official 
acts are to be taken are public meetings open to the public, and that no resolu- 
tion, rule or formal action is binding except as taken or made at such meeting 
(now, section provides that each “official meeting" of a "public body" is open 
to the public and defines those terms). 

Requires minutes of a meeting of board or comm'n of a state agency 
or authority to be immediately recorded and open to public inspection by noon 
of next business day; authorizes superior courts to issue injunction or mandamus 
to enforce the purposes of the section on application by any citizen of the state. 

Provides that any member of a covered body who violates the section by 
attending a meeting not held in accordance with section's provisions is guilty 


of a misdemeanor punishable by imprisonment for up to 60 days, up to $500 fine, 
or both. 
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Authorizes court to assess attorney's fee against an agency found to 
be in violation of the section in an action to enforce the section or to 
invalidate action taken in violation of the section; such fees may be assessed 
against individual member(s) of board or comm'n, unless board or comm'n sought 
and followed advice of its attorney; court may assess fee against individual 
filing such action if it finds the action was frivolous or brought in bad faith; 
subsection does not apply to district attorney or any officer charged with 
enforcing the section. , 

Makes similar provision authorizing court to assess attorney fees 
against agency or individual member(s) of board or comm'n when an order finding 
the agency to have violated the section is affirmed on appeal. 

Prohibits meetings at any facility or location which discriminates on 
the basis of sex, age, race, creed, color, origin, or economic status, or which 
operates in a manner that unreasonably restricts access by the public or by 
print and broadcast media. 

Provides that when a member of a covered agency is charged with a viola- 
tion of the section and acquitted, the board or comm'n may reimburse the member 
for any portion of his reasonable attorney's fees.

Adds new GS 115C-528 and -240.1 and GS 143-47.16 and -47.17 to make the following 
major changes in division of education finance responsibilities between state 
and local governments. 

School facilities: New GS 115C-528 provides that state (now, counties 
and supplemental tax districts) are to supply all capital outlay funds for 


elementary and secondary education, including for buildings, recreational 


facilities, and other real property and facilities required by standard course 

of study. Makes State Board of Education (SBE) responsible for design, construc- 
tion, and determination of useful life of facilities. Directs SBE to begin 

to accumulate money to replace a facility upon completion of facility. 

Energy: ) Provides that state is to pay for energy for school facilities 
based on local energy management plans designed to ensure energy thrift. Also 
provides that local governments are to pay for local energy budget overruns 
and directs local school administrative units to retain any local energy budget 
surpluses for maintenance costs. Provides that local school administrative 
units are to bear maintenance and operation costs of all school facilities and 
equipment, except for energy. Directs SBE to conduct maintenance inspections 


-and authorizes SBE to withhold state energy funds to ensure compliance with 


local energy and maintenance duties. 

Current expenses for education program: Directs House and Senate 
Standing Committees on Finance to review Art. 39 of GS 105 to recommend by 
May 1, 1984 statutory changes in local sales taxing authority "to provide for 
local sources of revenue equal to the responsibility" to pay for standard elemen- 
tary and secondary school curriculum set by SBE. Directs such committees to 


focus review on statutory changes needed to authorize counties to levy sales 


tax up to percentage levied by state for General Fund. 

Block grants: Directs SBE to begin pilot program in 10 to 20 counties 
to evaluate system of block grant appropriations of state funds for elementary 
and secondary school education, determined on a per pupil basis, to local school 
administrative units. Requires SBE to report results of evaluation to General 
Assembly by May 1, 1986. 

Pupil transportation: New GS 115C-240.1 provides that state is to 
buy initial buses to satisfy local school bus needs and that local governments 
are to buy replacement buses (now, no requirement of state aid for pupil trans- 
poration costs). Also directs state to provide money to buy gasoline for school 
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buses based on local bus: routes designed to ensure gasoline thrift. Directs 
local governments to pay for gasoline budget overruns and to retain local 
gasoline budget surpluses to replace and maintain schol buses. 

Ceiling on state education expenditures: New GS 143-47.16 declares 
policy of limiting state spending for all levels of education (K-12, community 
colleges, university system, financial aid for NC students attending private 
colleges and universities in NC, debt service for education bonds, and educational] 
programs conducted by other state agencies) to 75% of total General Fund tax 
revenue. New GS 143-47.17 limits total number and cost of state-funded employees 
of Dep't of Public Education according to formulas set forth in bill. Directs 
House and Senate Standing Committees on Education to review administrative costs 
in that dep't each biennium and authorizes such committees to recommend changes 
in formulas to minimize such costs.

Differential salary system: New GS 1156-32605 12@)) establishes new 
salary system for classroom teachers based on "differentiation" of teachers 
into five categories according to (a) performance, experience, and other 
criteria deemed appropriate by State Board of Education (SBE); (b) performance 
evaluations under GS 115C-326; (c) local availability of classroom teachers; 
(d) geographical location of local school unit; and (e) other factors deemed 
appropriate by local school boards; (2) provides that minimum salary for class- 
room teachers is to consist of two Se is (a) major component to be paid 
from state's General Fund, consisting of a ''a base amount, on a differentiated 
scale," adjusted by local ability to pay; and (b) minor compenent to be paid 
by local school boards from local revenue, equal to difference between minimum 
salary set by SBE and major component paid by state; minimum salary may be 
augmented by optional, local variable component, determined locally, paid from 
local revenue, and based upon local needs; (3) directs SBE to recommend to | a 
General Assembly by May 1, 1984 a differential salary system consistent with bill; 
(4) directs SBE, after consulting with local school boards, to develop policies 
to begin orderly differentiation system and to administer program to prevent 
abnormal distribution of performance evaluations and differentiations; (5) 
provides that new employees with initial contracts for 1985-86 and subsequent 
school years are to be employed under new differential salary system and permits — 
teachers employed under system in effect prior to ratification of bill to elect 
to continue under present system or to join new system; and (6) permits class- 
room teachers between seventh and twelfth years of service to take 12 months of 
sabbatical leave at full pay minus local variable salary component, on condition aa 
of working for 30 months as a classroom teacher or assistant principal immediately 
after sabbatical. 

Lateral entry: Amended GS 115C-295 directs SBE to develop criteria 
and procedures before 1984-85 school year to employ skilled persons from private 
sector as teachers, provided, however, that no such person may begin to teach 
above third of five levels of differentiation established by bill. 

Principals' qualifications: Amended GS 115C-284 requires classroom 
teachers to attain at least third level of differentiation and hold a masters 
degree in education administration to qualify as candidate for principal. 
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Selection of superintendents: Amended GS 115C-271: (1) eliminates 


requirement of approval by SBE and Superintendent of Public Instruction of local 
school, board's selection of local school superintendent; and (2) requires that a 
candidate for local superintendent must have been a principal (or, in alternative, 
must satisfy SBE that he has equivalent experience) and must satisfy other 
criteria set by SBE.

Amends salary schedule applicable to certified public 
school school personnel so that "G" classified classroom teachers on salary 
grade 70 will move to salary grade 71 after nine years and reaching the top 
of salary grade 70, and to salary grade 72 after another year and reaching the 
top of salary grade /1. Effective July 1, 1983.

Campletely rewrites Art. 15, GS Ch. 54 to set out 
provisions for incorporation of the Central Association of credit unions in 
existence on bill's effective date as a corporate credit union (CCU) (article now 
provides for the Central Association). Defines CCU as a cooperative nonprofit 
association whose members consist primarily of other credit unions and whose 
purposes are those specified in section. Requires each member institution to q 
designate one person to be a voting representative and makes such representative 
eligible to hold office. 

Provides that only one CCU can be incorporated under the act and 
prohibits use of the term by any other credit union as a part of its name.

marketable debt obligations, (6) to borrow, accept demand deposits, and issue 
notes or debentures, (7) to acquire or sell the assets and assume the liabilities | 
of a member, and (8) to enter into agreements with credit unions to discount or ia 
purchase certain hoans. Makes CCU non-taxable under any law which exempts any 
other credit union. ~ Me 

Requires that board of directors meet at least quarterly. Authorizes 
CGU to exercise incidental powers or privileges conferred on a federal corporate 
credit union. Authorizes entry into agreements to participate in any state or 
federal central liquidity facility or central financial system for credit unions. 
Gives CCU right of immediate set-off for amounts due from member and a lien on 
all share and deposit accounts of each member in amount of total indebtedness of 
the member to the CCU (lien to have priority over any interests of all members 
and unsecured creditors of members), and authorizes board of directors or credit 
committee to require additional security for loans to a member. Requires that 
operating fees established by the administrator of credit unions make allowances 
for special purposes and operations of the CCU. Exempts CCU from reserve 
requirements of Art. 14J, but requires it to establish and maintain an equity 
reserve to meet losses in accordance with regulations prescribed by administrator. 
Provides that Article is not to be construed as affecting the ‘status of a Centra 
Association formed prior to enactment pursuant to GS 54-110; and that for purposes 
of the Article, the CCU authorized by GS 54-110.2 is to be the Central Associa— 
tion in existence on effective date of Article.

Rewrites 
GS 120-11.1, adds new GS 120-11.2 (present GS 120-11.2 is redesignated as 
GS 120-11.5), repeals present GS 120-19.5 to -19.8 (concerning committee staff 
assistance, interim committee activity, and subcommittees) and adds new Articles 
5B and 5C to GS Ch. 120, to provide rules for length and scheduling of terms of 
General Assembly regular sessions, for continuation of work of standing com- 
mittees during periods of recess, and for a Joint Legislative Committee on Legis- 
lative Organization. 

General Assembly regular session. Provides that regular session is to 
consist of an organizational meeting of six or fewer days, convening on first 
Wednesday after second Monday in January of odd-numbered years; a spring term 
beginning on second Monday in March; an adjourned term, to be called at General 
Assembly's discretion to convene in even-numbered years; and a one-day adjourn- 
ment meeting, to adjourn the regular session sine die, convening after November 
general election in even-numbered years. Total length of all terms of regular 
session is not to exceed 75 legislative days (days when the General Assembly 
meets), with one 25-day extension of the session permitted by joint resolution. 
(Extra sessions are permitted in specified circumstances by Art. 2, Sec. 11(2) 
of NC Constitution. ) 

Organizational meeting. Provides that following actions must be taken 
at January organizational meeting: (1) election of officers, including those 
elected pursuant to GS 130-37 (apparently intends: GS 120-37); (2) assignment 
of offices; (3) announcement of standing committees' membership and chairmen; 
(4) adoption of House and Senate rules; (5) adoption of spring term deadlines 
for introduction of local bills, state government departmental bills, and all 
other bills, and for reporting of general appropriations bill from committee to 
floor for debate. Other legislative business may be transacted. 

Standing committees’ activities during recesses. Permits standing 
committees of General Assembly to meet during periods of recess at call of 
chairman, on a regular schedule, or as otherwise authorized and may function as 
they do when General Assembly is in session, except that no final committee 
action on bills may be taken during recesses. Allows each committee (1) to 
consider new bills pre-filed during recess and referred to committee, (2) to 
conduct studies of matters of interest to committee (reports of studies to be 
reported to General Assembly by Jan. 1 of next odd-numbered year) and (3) to 
consider pending bills remaining in committee. Provides for pre-filing of bills 
during recess, for mailing of such pre-filed bills and Institute of Government 
bill summaries to legislators, and for informing legislators of standing committee 
meeting times and agendas during recess. Authorizes assignment of staff to 
standing committees during periods of recess, and designation by standing committee 
chairmen, of subcommittees to review pending bills or inquire into matters of 
interest to committee. Subcommittees to have all powers of full committees 
unless committee provides otherwise. 

Joint Legislative Committee on Legislative Organization. Establishes 
13-member committee, with power to study any aspect of the organization, opera- 
tions, practices and procedures of the General Assembly and to produce regular 
written reports of findings and draft legislation as needed. Committee author- 
ized to act whether or not General Assembly is in session. Committee to consist 
of President of the Senate and Speaker of the House (co-chairmen), President Pro 
Tempore and Majority Leader of the Senate, and Speaker Pro Tempore of the House, 
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all serving as ex officio members; four House members appointed by the Speaker; 
and four Senate members appointed by the President Pro Tempore. Members to 
serve two-year terms beginning and ending on Jan. 15 of odd-numbered years, with 
initial appointments to begin July 1, 1983 and end Jan. 15, 1985. Members not 
to be disqualified from completing term of service because they fail to run or 
are defeated for reelection; resignation or removal from General Assembly consti- 
tutes removal from committee membership. Authorizes appointment of non-legislators 
to advisory subcommittees of committee, and provides for compensation and expenses 
of committee members at rates set forth in GS 120-3.1 for General Assembly 
members and for staffing of committee. 

Act specifies that it is limited by the appropriations made available 
to General Assembly for its operations and that it does not obligate the state 
for any additional appropriations for such purpose.

(2) Chapter provides that registered obligations of US states, 
territories, and possessions, Puerto Rico, and DC may serve as security for 
deposits of public agency money, if a security interest in the obligations is 
perfected, and if the obligations meet all requirements to serve as such security 
except for form.

"To establtsh the North Carolina Commisston on Securtty and Privacy 
of Computertzed Criminal Htstory Record Information.” Adds new GS 143B-426. 34 
through -426.34 creating cited comm'n within the Dep't of Administration. 4 

Powers and duties. Comm'n to have power to establish rules, ree aa 
and procedures to (1) govern access to computerized criminal history record 7 
information by private individuals and organizations and noncriminal justice 
government agencies; (2) assure legal and authorized access to information; (3) 
assure that information is maintained secure from illegal or unauthorized . 
access or use; (4) "protect the rights of record subject to privacy;" (5) 
insure that information legitimately received is as complete and accurate as 
possible and given in a timely manner. Comm'n also authorized to consult 
with other agencies, monitor the storage, exchange, and dissemination of 
computerized criminal history record information and access to it, to hold 
hearings and to report annually to Governor, Attorney Bits and Chief Justice 

Rules. Rules, regulations and procedures of comm'n are required to © 
be consistent with GS Ch. 132 (Public Records), with various provisions of GS 
Ch. 114 relating to the SBI, with GS 7A-109 (recordkeeping by Administrative 
Office of the Courts) and with GS 148-74 (Sec'y of Conrec: cm s Record Section).

Comm'n to hear petitions from (1) persons denie¢ 
access to computerized criminal history information about themselves, (2) j 
persons who believe incorrect computerized criminal history information about 
themselves is being maintained after a request to correct has been made, and (3) 
persons denied access to information which is a public record. Petitions may be 
heard in closed meeting to protect privacy of person making petition. Petitions 
may be based on any denial of access to information by an agency. Comm'n may 
appoint hearing officers. Comm'n to have standing to institute action for 
injunctive relief to enforce its orders. Person denied access not required to 
exhaust this administrative remedy before instituting court action for access. 

Membership. Comm'n to be composed of following six members: two 
appointed by Chief Justice, at least one of whom is not a public officer or 
employee; two appointed by Governor, with same restriction; and two appointed 
by Attorney General, with same restriction. Members serve staggered four-year 
terms.

"To allow prtor service credit to members of the North Carolina Local 
Governmental limployees' Rettrement System for prior federal service." Amends 
GS 128-26(a) and 128-26(j) as title indicates. Allows members with 10 years 
membership service to purchase credit for federal service at rate of one year 
federal service for each two years of NC service up to a maximum allowance of 
10 years of federal service (now, such credit allowed only for service for 
State, territory, or other governmental subdivision of the US). 


Be 037 Sheriff's eviction procedure GS 1 
Introducer: Tennille Sent to Judiciary 4 


"To require a shertff to give notice before removing an evicted 
tenant's personal property and to allow the sheriff to store this property." 
Adds new GS 1-324.8 setting out a procedure for sheriffs to follow when removing 
persoi. 1 property from a premises in executing a writ of possession for real 
property or an order of ejectment. Sheriff must give notice to tenant of 
time at which eviction will take place. Requires the sheriff to remove tenant's 
property pursuant to the writ at the time specified in the notice unless the 
landlord or his agent signs a statement accepting responsibility for tenant's 
property. In such a case the sheriff must simply padlock the premises. 
Alternatively, landlord may sign statement waiving ejectment of tenant because 
tenant has satisfied indebtedness to landlord. Upon receipt of either statement, 
the sheriff is required to return writ with a notation as to why writ unexecuted. 
Poevelt wie returned because indebtedness has been satisfied, the clerk must 
make an entry of satisfaction on the judgment docket. 

If the sheriff removes the property, he may deliver it to a storage 
warehouse, and may require the landlord to advance cost of delivering tenant's 
goods to warehouse plus one month's storage. If the landlord refuses to 
advance costs the sheriff returns the writ unexecuted.

Hes94] Car dealer license amendments-1 GS 20 a 
Introducer: Helms Sent to Small Business 4 


"To amend Chapter 20 relating to the Motor Vehicle Dealers and 
Manufacturers Licensing Law." Makes following significant changes in Art. 20) 
of GS 20 (concerning conduct of motor vehicle manufacturers, distributors, and ~ 
dealers): 

License. Amends GS 20-294(9) to provide that license to engage in 
business of new motor vehicle dealer manufacturer, distributor, or salesman 3 
may be denied, suspended, or revoked upon conviction of a misdemeanor or felony © 
involving moral turpitude. 

Establishing new dealers, relocating existing dealers. Amends GS 
20-305(5) to prohibit manufacturer or distributor from establishing new dealer 
or relocating existing dealer in relevant market area containing dealer of 
same line of vehicles without first notifying Comm'r of Motor Vehicles "Comm" rl 
and each such dealer. Establishes procedure for Comm'r to decide, upon protest — 
filed by dealer and after hearing, whether "good cause" exists not to permit 
addition or relocation of dealer. However, such procedure is not to apply to 
relocation of existing dealer within dealer's relevant market area if relocation — 
not within 10 miles of dealer of same line of vehicles or to addition of dealer ~ 
to operate within two miles of site of former dealer of same line of vehicles. 
Directs Comm'r to weigh following factors in deciding whether good cause exists: — 
permanency of investment of existing and additional dealers, population*trends 
in relevant market area, effect on consumers in relevant market area, quality of 
competition and service provided by existing dealers, effect of relocation on 
dealer to be relocated. 4 

Discontinuance of franchise. Amends GS 20-305(6) to prohibit manufactur 
or distributor from discontinuing franchise with licensed dealer unless dealer 
receives timely, written notice stating intention, reasons, and date of terminat ic 
of franchise. Establishes procedure forComm'r to decide, upon written request by 
dealer and after hearing in which manufacturer or distributor has burden of 
proof, whether good cause exists for termination and whether manufacturer has 
acted in good faith. Good cause for discontinuing franchise to include: (1) 
violation by dealer of reasonable. provision in franchise agreement of material 
significance to franchise relationship (if dealer has received timely written : 
notice of violation), and (2) violation by dealer of reasonable standards about. a 
sales or performance after receiving timely notice of violation and failure of 4 
dealer to make substantial progress toward compliance. 

Payments upon discontinuance of franchise. Amends GS 20-305(6) to 
provide that upon discontinuance of franchise by manufacturer or distributor, 
manufacturer to give dealer reasonable compensation (at least equal to purchase © 
price) within 90 days of discontinuance, for new vehicle inventory, supplies, j 
and parts bought from manufacturer and for equipment, furnishings, and special 
tools bought from manufacturer or from approved sources. 

Dealership facilities assistance upon discontinuance of franchise. 
Amends GS 20-305(6) to provide that upon discontinuance of franchise by ‘manu- 
facturer or distributor, if dealer leases facilities from lessor other than 
manufacturer, then manufacturer must pay dealer amount equal to rent for 
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remaining term of lease or one year's rent (whichever is less) or for longer 
period set forth in franchise agreement. If dealer owns facilities, then 
manufacturer must pay dealer amount equal to reasonable rental value for one 
_year. <If termination is due to dealer's inadequate performance in sales or 
service, then manufacturer or distributor must also assume any lease obligations 
of dealer, arrange for new lease of facilities on terms similar to EXT STINE 
lease, or negotiate lease termination for facilities at manufacturer's expense. 

Damages for wrongful termination. Amends GS 20-305(6) to provide 
that in action for damages by terminated dealer, if manufacturer or distributor 
fails to prove good faith or good cause, then damages are to include value of 
dealership as ongoing business location. 

Family succession. Amends GS 20-305(7) to provide that properly 
designated relative of deceased or incapacitated dealer may succeed to ownership 
of dealership upon timely written notice to manufacturer or distributor. 

Upon timely written notice by manufacturer or distributor to Comm'r and designated 
relative of refusal to honor succession and to discontinue franchise, Comm'r 

to decide, upon written request by relative and after hearing in which manu- 
facturer or distributor has burden of proof, whether good cause exists for 

refus. to honor succession. Good cause factors to include relative's moral 
character, relative's business experience, and whether relative meets franshisor's 
existing and reasonable standards. 

Additional prohibitions. Adds 22 new prohibitions of conduct by 
manufacturers and distributors toward dealer franchisees, including: (1) 
forcing dealers to obtain vehicles with special features or other items not 
included in publicly advertised list price; (2) forcing dealers to pay for 
advertising; (3) forcing dealers to change their capital structure or financing 
methods, except for manufacturer's reasonable, uniform capital standards; (4) 
preventing dealers from participating in purchase of any other line of new 
vehicles or related products if dealer maintains reasonable line of credit and 
obeys manufacturer's reasonable rules for facilities; (5) forcing dealers to 
make unreasonable changes in premises or location of dealership; (6) deliberately 
or negligently failing to deliver vehicles, parts, or accessories in reasonable 
quantities within reasonable time; (7) discriminating among dealers in offering 
refunds or other sales inducements; (8) selling or leasing new vehicle to anyone 
for price lower than price charged to dealer for same model; and (9) unfairly 
competing or engaging in predatory practice against dealers. : 

Warranty service. Amends GS 20-305.1(b) to require manufacturers 
and distributors to compensate dealers for warranty service and parts, to in- 
demnify dealers against judgments or settlements for damages related to negligently 
defective manufacturing or design of vehicle, parts, or accessories. , 

Transportation damage. Amends GS 20- 305.1(d) to divide responsibility 
for transportation damage to vehicles as follows: (1) if dealer selects trans- 
portation method, then dealer assumes risk of loss upon delivery of vehicle to 
carrier; and (2) in all other cases, manufacturer retains risk of loss until 
dealer accepts vehicle from carrier. 

Civil actions for violations. Adds new GS 20-309 (without repealing 
present GS 20-309, which deals with different issue) authorizing any person 
injured by violation of Art. 20 to bring action for damages or equitable relief. 
Directs court to award treble damages for willful or wanton violation by manu- 
facturer or distributor and authorizes court to award punitive damages for 
continued multiple violations by a manufacturer or distributor. If dealer 
prevails, directs court to assess court costs and reasonable attorney's fees 
against manufacturer or distributor. 

Effective date. Effective 30 days after ratification but does not affect 
pending litigation. Applies to all franchises and contracts existing between 
dealers and manufacturers or distributors at time of ratification and to all 
future franchises and contracts. 
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H 942 Municipal power agencies amendments GS 159B 
Introducer: Lilley ‘ Sent to Public Utilities 


"Relating to muntetpaltttes and procedures for the operation and 
financing of jotnt muntetpal power agenctes." Amends GS 159B to make it clear 
that a single municipality may proceed under joint municipal power agencies 
legislation (now, statute may be read to require two or more municipalities 
to join in creating such agencies). Amends GS 159B-5 to allow a single 
municipality to acquire a contractual entitlement to energy through issuance 
of revenue bonds without also acquiring an ownership interest in the electric 
system or facilities that produces the energy. Declares that power agency 
offices may be held concurrently with any other public office without violating 
multiple-office holding ban. Simplifies procedures for signing and authenticating 
agency bonds. Authorizes Local Government Comm'n to permit joint power agencies 
to issue and fix the details of short-term obligations maturing no later than 
one year from date of issue without Comm'n prior approval, subject to 
limitations prescribed by Comm'n. Authorizes power agencies to acquire and 
maintain.administrative buildings. 


HH 943 Contaminating water system felony GS 14 
Introducer: Wicker Sent to Wateré&Air 


"To prohtbtt the contaminatton or adulteratton or other intenttonal 
tampering with the public water system." Adds new GS 14-150 to make it a Class I 
felony (up to 5 years imprisonment or fine, or both) to willfully or wantonly 
(1) contaminate, adulterate, or impurify any reservoir or other public water 
system with any toxic, chemical, or biological substance that is harmful to 
human health in its undiluted form or (2) damage or tamper with the property . 
or equipment of a reservoir or water treatment facility supplying public water 
with the intent to impair its services or to contaminate, adulterate, or impurify 
the water treated there. : 





H 944 Juror harassment law rewrite GS-14 
Introducer: Wicker Sent to Courts 


"To prevent harassment of jurors or former jurors." Rewrites GS 14-225, 


to define offense of harassment of a juror . to include intimidation of juror 
and to include harassing, alarming or intimidating a former juror as a result of 


prior official action as a juror in a grand jury proceeding or trial.

"Concerning the reporting of certain transactions in United States 
currency." Adds new GS 105-251.1 requiring every financial institution to 
keep a record of and make a complete report to Sec'y of Revenue within 15 days 
of currency transactions in excess of $10,000; requires Sec'y of Revenue to 
prescribe regulations to carry out act, including provision of legitimate 
exemptions; authorizes NC State Bureau of Investigation to have access to, 
inspect and copy reports required by act; authorizes Sec'y of Revenue to assess 
civil penalty up to $1,000 for each willful violation of the article (Art. 9, 
Ch. 105) and authorizes civil action in name of state to recover unpaid penalties; 
makes willful violation of the article a misdemeanor, except if committed in 
furtherance of the commission of any other violation of NC law, or as part of a. 
pattern of illegal activity involving transactions exceeding $100,000 in any 12- 
month period violation is Class I felony punishable by up to five years im- 
prisonment, $500,000 fine, or both. Effective July 1, 1983. 
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H 946 Mass death weapon def'n, felony GS 14 
Introducer: Wicker sent to Judiciary 2 


- "To amend GS 14-288.8 concerning weapons of mass destructton." 
Rewrites GS 14-288.8(c)(3) to include in definition of weapon of mass death 

and destruction muffler or silencer for any firearm, whether or not firearm is 
weapon of mass destruction and to delete from definition semiautomatic firearms 
capable of firing 31 rounds or more without reloading. Increases punishment 
from general misdemeanor to Class I felony punishable up to 5 years imprisonment, 
a fine, or both. 


H 947 Harboring person subject to warrant GS 14 
Introducer: Wicker Sent to Judiciary 2 


"Concerning the harboring of tndividuals known to be the subject of 
outstanding warrants for arrest."

REPORT TO GENERAL ASSEMBLY BY THE COMMISSION ON THE FUTURE OF NORTH CAROLINA 


The House and Senate met in joint session today to receive the 
Report of the Commission on the Future of North Carolina from the Commi: ion's 
Chairman Dr. William C. Friday, President of The University of North Carolina. 
Governor Hunt, who introduced Dr. Friday, told legislators that they were being 
asked to review a roadmap of North Carolina's future. He praised the work of 
the Commission and described its study as one of the most important things 
that has happened in North Carolina in decades. 

Dr. Friday described the work and the primary areas of concern of the 
Commission which was created by executive order of Governor Hunt in June, 1981, 
as part of the NC 2000 Project. The Commission divided itself into four panels: 
People, Economy, Natural Resources, and Community. Each of these developed goals 
and specific recommendations, totalingmore than 100, for directing the course of 
the state toward the year 2000. Dr. Friday emphasized the inevitability of 
growth and change in North Carolina and the breadth of citizen, professional 
and agency involvement in the development of the Commission's goals and recommend- 
ations for influencing and directing change. He did not make specific requests 
of the General Assembly, but each member did receive a copy of the Citizen 
Summary of the Commission's report, including its Goals and Recommendations 
for the Year 2000.

S 433 Guardian ask to end parental rights GS 7A 
Introducer: Hancock Sent to Judiciary 2 













"To provide that the guardian ad litem appotnted for a juventle alleg 
abused or neglected may petttion for termtnatton of parental rights." 

Adds new GS 7A-289.24(6) adding to persons authorized to file a petition to 
terminate parental rights, a guardian ad litem appointed pursuant to GS 7A- 
586 who has served in that capacity for one continuous year and has not been 
relieved of responsibility. Amends GS 7A-289.29(b) to require the court to 
appoint an attorney as guardian ad litem for a child when an answer is filed 
denying any material allegation of a petition to terminate parental rights, unl 
the petition was filed by the guardian ad litem (underscored provision added). 
If it was filed by the guardian ad litem, he continues to serve as such "with 
the proviso that a licensed attorney be appointed to assist those guardians ad 
litem who are not attorneys licensed to practice in North Carolina." 

Amends GS 7A-289.33(1) to make clear that provisions regarding the 
effect of a termination order and custody of a child following termination 
apply to cases in which a guardian ad litem is the petitioner. Applies to 
petitions filed on or after date of ratification.

Introducer: Hancock Sent to Judiciary 2 


"Regarding confidenttal comnunicattons between phystetan and 
pattent."” Amends GS 8-53 to make it clear that information shielded by 
doctor/patient privilege is not a public record under GS 132-1. 


S 435 Handicap equipment tax credit ' GS 105 
Introducer: Hancock Sent to Finance 


"To provtde an tneome tax credit for adaptive devices and equipment 
for the handicapped." Adds new GS 105-130.35 and 105-151.13 providing an income 
tax credit for person or corporation that purchases or installs adaptive devices 
or equipment to assist the mobility or communicative ability of, or to enhance 
the productivity of, handicapped individuals; credit allowed equals 75% of cost 
of device or equipment, including installation cost. Applies only to adaptive 
devices and equipment approved by the Sec'y of Human Resources and requires that 
taxpayer pay for items and installation in the year for which credit is claimed. 
Credit may not exceed amount of income tax for taxable year, reduced by allowed 
credits except tax payments. Provides that no deduction is allowed for'items fo 
which a credit is claimed under the sections. Effective for taxable years \ 
beginning: on or alter Jan. eel 933.. 


S 436 Occupational therapy licensing board GS 90 
Introducer: Hancock Sent to Human Resources 


"To provtde for the licensing of persons practtctng occupattonal 
therapy." Defines occupational therapy, and creates the NC Board of Occupa- 
tional Therapy. Board is to consist of five members appointed by the Governor 
to four year staggered terms. Three members must be occupational therapists, 
one must be an occupational therapist assistant, and one must be a person "in- 
terested in the rights of the consumers of health services." Board members 


serve without compensation, and may not serve more than two consecutive terms. 
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Board has the following powers and duties: examine qualifications of license 
applicants, conduct investigations, hold hearings, issue licenses, adopt rules, 
employ staff, rent or purchase office space and equipment, establish reasonable 
fees (subject to maximums specified in bill), report annually to the Governor 
and the General Assembly, publish licensure standards and rules, and seek in- 
junctions from an "appropriate court." 

Definition. Defines "occupational therapy" as encompassing the evalua- 
tion, treatment and consultation with people whose ability to cope with life is 
threatened or impaired by any of a long list of disabling conditions. Gives as 
example: teaching daily living skills, developing perceptual-motor skills and 
enhancing sensory integrative functioning, use of specifically designed activi- 
ties to "develop/restore" avocational capacities, making or applying orthotic 
and prosthetic devices, and other activities specified in bill. 

Requirements for license. Requires applicants for licensure as 
occupational therapists to demonstrate good moral character, complete an 
accredited curriculum and six months field experience, and pass an examination 
(given at least twice each year in subjects including neurophysiology, anthro- 
pology, kinesiology, sociology, and others specified in bill). Similar but 
reduc. d requirements apply for assistant occupational therapist. Board may 
exempt certain persons licensed elsewhere from the examination, and is required 
to issue licenses to persons meeting requirements set out in bill. Board may 
also issue provisional licenses (9 month) to persons who have applied for exa- 
mination and meet all other requirements of licensing (and who have not previously 
failed an examination). Licenses are subject to annual renewal upon payment of a 
fee (including a late fee for late applications). 

Revocation and suspension of licenses. Bill authorizes the Board 
to suspend, deny, or refuse to renew licenses because of application fraud, 
specified criminal convictions, insanity, violation of bill or Board rules, 
malpractice, unauthorized practice, or publicly injurious conduct, but such 
action may be taken only after a hearing. Application for reinstatement of 
license may be made one year after revocation, upon payment of all applicable 
fees, including any late fee. 

Maximum fees. Fees charged by Board may not exceed: for initial 
license, $100; for renewal, $50; for late renewal, $50; for provisional license, 
Sie 

Violations. The following acts by unlicensed persons are made 
general misdemeanors: practice of occupational therapy, representation that 
one is practicing occupational therapy, use in connection with person's name or 
business of the words "occupational therapist" or '" occupational therapist assis- 
Paeore ene ethers OO... "O.T. Re /G., “O,T,A,", or “C.0.TA./L.". Exempts, 
under specified conditions, practice by the following persons: (1) other licensed 
professionals; (2) US Government employees; (3) students and trainees; (4) 
persons performing necessary field service; (5) teachers licensed elsewhere. 

Effective September 1, 1983. 


S 437 State employees incentive pay GS 4120, (126 
Introducer: Rauch Sent to Appropriations 


"To provide tneenttve pay for state employees for gains tn economy 
and effieteney in the rendering of governmental services." Amends Art. 11, 
of GS Ch. 126 to make following changes in procedure for awarding incentive 
pay to state employees: (1) renames seven-member governing committee as 
Committee for Incentive Pay for State Employees ("Committee") and restructures 
it to include as members: Sec'y of Administration (chairperson), representative 
of Office of State Budget, representative of Office of State Personnel, dep't 
head appointed by Governor, and non-state gov't representative appointed by 
each of Governor, General Assembly on recommendation of Lt. Governor, and

"To prohtbit bear hunting wtth dogs tn Pamlico County." Makes it 
unlawful to hunt, take, or kill bear with dogs in Pamlico County, with first 
offense punishable by imprisonment up to 30 days or fine between $10 and $50, 
and second or subsequent offense within three years punishable by imprisonment 
-up to 90 days and/or fine between $50 and $200. Effective Oct. 1, 1983.

14 to accept employment requiring absence from home between 6 pm. and 8 a.m. 
unless suitable child care arrangements can be made. Requires Dep't of Human 
Resources to maintain current list of eligible persons for Office. 

Unemployment compensation recipients. Requires recipients of 
unemployment compensation benefits to register for and participate in the 
work opportunity program as a condition of eligibility, and requires Employment 
Security Comm'n to maintain current list of recipients for Office. 

Administration. Requires DHR and ESC jointly to develop uniform 
procedure for informing people about the work opportunity program and the 
consequences of refusal to participate. Establishes right to contest validity 
of determination of eligibility and exemption, and requires that ineligible 
or exempt persons be informed that they may voluntarily participate. Requires 
that Office administer the federal Work Incentive Program in each county where 
such program is in operation, and provides that any person registered in WIN 
progr. 1 on effecitve date of act is automatically registered under provisions 
‘of this act. Requires Office to use personnel administering similar programs 
with DHR and ESC on act's effective date; provides for Governor's Office to 
supervise and authorize (with advice of Advisory Budget Comm'n) any transfer of 
personnel from DHR and within ESC. Authorizes Office to contract to use 
programs of vocational-technical schools and trade schools, colleges and 
universities, and apprenticeship and job training programs. 

Mandatory participation. Requires eligible persons to report to 
Office for registration and participation in programs in accordance with procedures 
established by the Office. Requires Office to notify referring agency of a 
person's failure to report, and requires that benefits of such person be 
immediately suspended. Provides that person whose benefits are suspended is 
entitled to a hearing "in accordance with relevant State and federal laws and 
rules and regulations." Requires Office to (1) evaluate employment opportunities 
and each person's employment potential and suitability for available employment 
in order to place each person in appropriate program, and (2) consider federal 
priorities of service and placement. Authorizes Director of Office to exempt 
any unemployment compensation recipient from participating for first six weeks 
in which he receives such benefits, if participation would interrupt a program 
in process for permanent self-support or conflict with an imminent likelihood 
of reemployment at person's regular employment. Requires Office to place each 
eligible person in the job placement program, on-the-job training program, 
or the public service employment program (or suitable combination). 

Income disregards. Provides that the following income earned as a 
result of participation is disregarded in determining eligibility for AFDC and 
other benefits: (1) welfare recipients are allowed a monthly disregard of the 
first $30 of total earnings plus 1/3 of the remainder of such earnings; (2)unemploy- 
ment compensation recipients are allowed to earn up to 50% of weekly benefit 
without reduction in benefits; earnings over 50% deducted dollar-for-dollar from 
weekly benefits; and (3) payment to persons partially unemployed are in accordance 
with sec. 303(a)(5) of Social Security Act and sec. 3304(a)(4) of Federal 
Unemployment Tax Act. 

Suitable Employment. Disqualifies person for benefits from DHR or ESC 
if he fails to accept suitable work when offered or to return to his customary 
self-employment, if any, when so directed by the Director. Sets out the following 
exclusive conditions in which no work shall be deemed "suitable": (1) a position 
offered is vacant due directly to a labor strike or lockout currently in active 
progress, (2) the offer of employment is not for a specific job at a stated 
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wage which meets the minimum wage requirement, (3) wages and hours of offered 
work are substantially and unconscionably less favorable to the person than 
those prevailing for similar work in the locality, and (4) the job is not withi 
the physical or mental capacity of the participant. 
Termination of benefits. Provides that any eligible person who refus 
to register or to participate after registration is not to continue to receive 
any cash benefits from either DHR or ESC; termination of benefits does not . 
affect benefits received by other members of the same household; prior to 
termination, each person is entitled to an administrative hearing pursuant to ~ 
ESC rules and regulations. .

Establishes criteria for Board to consider in 
issuing licenses including: (1) whether the school has qualified teachers and 
administrators; (2) whether each educational program is adequately designed to 
achieve its stated aim; (3) whether the school confers degree or other credentials 
on student for successful completion of program; (4) whether the school has 
conducted either post-secondary degree activity outside NC for at least two 
consecutive years or post-secondary non-degree educational activity in or outside 
NC for at least two years (Board may grant interim license to schools failing 
to, satisfy this criterion); (5) whether the school has adequate facilities and 


‘complies with heatlh and safety laws; (6) whether the school is financially 


sound; and (7) whether the school publishes a catalogue describing program and 
a list of tuition, fees and other costs.

Review of license. Authorizes the Board to review licenses to 
determine whether schools continue to meet the licensing standards. Requires 
the Board to review a license if a school is legally reconstituted or if owner— 
ship of most of the school's assets changes. 

Denial and revocation of license. Provides that a school may not 
obtain a license if it fails to satisfy the designated criteria. Also directs 
Board to revoke license of any school which fails to satisfy licensing standards 
but permits Board to continue validity of license of school deemed to be making 
substantial and speedy progress toward remedying licensing flaws.

Adds new 
GS 15B to create a Narcotics Investigative Crime Comm'n within Dep't of Justice 
to investigate any violation of Controlled Substances Act, Toxic Vapors Act or 
Drug Paraphernalia Act. 

Membership. Initial Comm'n to be composed of seven members: two 
citizens appointed by Governor for three-year term, one citizen appointed by 
Governor for two-year term, one district attorney appointed by Attorney General 
for two-year term, one chief of police appointed by Attorney General for three- 
year term, one sheriff appointed by Attorney General for two-year term, and one 
citizen appointed by Attorney General for three-year term. After initial terms 
expire, all terms are to be for two years. Members are to serve at pleasure of 
appointing official and may be removed for cause by majority vote of Comm'n. 

Powers and duties. Comm'n's duty is to investigate crimes within its

contempt power to same extent provided in GS 5A. 

Procedures before Comm'n. Proceedings before Comm'n are to be secret; 
unauthorized disclosure is subject to contempt proceedings. Only Comm'n members 
may be present during deliberations and voting. During other proceedings, follow- 
ing people may be present: witness being examined, Attorney General or designee 
as staff counsel, interpreter if necessary, law enforcement officer holding 
witness in custody, and court reporter or stenographer. 

Immunity of witnesses. Witness must be advised of rights to remain 
silent and to consult with attorney outside Comm'n's meeting room, and of 
availability of immunity. If a witness asserts privilege against self-incrimina- 
tion, then Attorney General, on own decision that testimony or tangible evidence 
is necessary to public interest, may apply to a superior court judge for an order 
compelling the witness to testify or to produce the tangible evidence.

that the following public school employees are to earn annual vacation leave at ~ 
same rate earned by state employees: superintendents, classified principals and 
state-allotted supervisors, regular state-allotted teachers, all school officials 
and other employees employed by a local school administrative unit or school 
district (other than superintendents, supervisors, and classified principals) 
either employed on an annual basis and paid mothly or paid on an hourly basis 
(now, such employees earn 1.25 days annual leave for each calendar month of 
service.

NC firms or the amount of its private paid-in capital and paid-in surplus, which- 
ever is less; (2) company must agree to invest entire loan in NC firms; (3) 
loan repayment period cannot exceed 15 years; (4) company must make reasonable 
efforts to use the loan proceeds to provide individual funds to small business 
concerns which are at least 49% owned by one or more disadvantaged persons 
(persons whose participation in the free-enterprise system is hampered because 

of social and economic disadvantages) or which make at least reasonable efforts 


to hire and upgrade the disadvantaged; and (5) apparently intends to impose 
a requirement concerning the interest rate on loans made. 


Other provisions. Provides that notes of companies are to be legal 
investments for state's banks, savings and loan associations, trust companies 
and insurance companies; and authorizes a state bank to invest as much as 5% 
of its capital and surplus in shares of North Carolina Development Credit Corpora- 
tion and shares of small business investment companies.

Notice procedure. If vehicle towed has a valid registration plate or regis- 
tration, person authorizing towing must immediately notify last known registered 
owner of the vehicle and provide him with (1) vehicle description, (2) place 
vehicle is stored, (3) violation, if any, with which owner is charged, (4) proce- 
dure owner must follow to request a probable cause hearing. Notice must be 
given within 24 hours if vehicle has NC registration plate and within 72 hours 
if vehicle is not registered in NC. Notice is to be given by telephone if feasible. 
Written notice must also be mailed in all cases to owner's last know address. 

If vehicle has neither a valid registration plate or registration, person 
authorizing towing must make reasonable efforts, including checking the vehicle 
identification number, to determine the last known registered owner and notify 
him of the information listed above. It is presumed that reasonable efforts were 
not made, unless (1) owner has otherwise been given notice, (2) notice that vehicle 
would be towed was posted on the windshield or some other conspicuous place at 
least seven days before the towing occurred, or (3) no pretowing notice was given 
because the vehicle impeded the flow of traffic or otherwise jeopardized the 
public welfare so that immediate towing was necessary. 

Probable cause hearing. Owner or any other person entitled to claim possession 
may request in writing a hearing to determine if probable cause existed for the 
towing; request is to be filed with magistrate in county where vehicle was towed. 
Magistrate must set hearing within 72 hours of receiving the request. Owner, 
any other person requesting the hearing, the person who towed the vehicle (tower), 
and the person authorizing the towing must be notified of hearing's time and 
place and may present evidence. Tower and person authorizing towing may submit 
affidavit in lieu of appearing personally. 

Only issue at hearing is whether or not probable cause existed for the towing. 
If probable cause is found, tower's lien on the vehicle continues; tower may seek 
to enforce lien or owner to contest lien pursuant to GS Ch. 44A (statutory liens 
and charges). If no probable cause is found, tower's lien is extinguished. 

Each agency whose law enforcement officers act pursuant to act's provisions must 
provide for compensation to tower in such cases. At any stage in the proceedings, 
owner may obtain possession of his vehicle by paying towing fee or posting a bond 
for double the fee amount. 

Special rules when institutions collect their own towing fees. Procedures 
outlined above apply with respect to towings pursuant to GS 115D-21 (concerning 
community college traffic regulations), GS 116-44.4 (The University of North 
Carolina traffic and parking regulation), GS 153A-132 (removal of vehicles by 
counties) and GS 160A-303 (removal of vehicles by municipalities), if person 
towing vehicle is responsible for collecting towing fees. If institution collects 
fees, institution is to establish its own procedure which (1) provides by 
contract or ordinance for a schedule of reasonable towing fees, (2) provides 
a procedure for a prompt fair hearing to contest the towing, (3) provides for an 
appeal to district court from that hearing, (4) authorizes release of the vehicle 
at any time after towing by posting bond or paying the fees due, and (5) if the 
institution chooses to enforce its authority by sale of the vehicle, provides a 
sale procedure similar to that in GS 44A-4, -5, and -6 (concerning possessory liens 
on personal property).

Requires municipality to amend annexation report 
to reflect the accommodation of such requests if timely made. Makes clear that 
mandamus action to compel city to install major trunk water mains and sewer 
outfall lines must be brought not earlier than 24 months after effective date 
of annexation (deadline for such installation) and not later than 27 months 
after effective date. Action to compel extension of water or sewer line to 
particular property under extension policy in effect prior to annexation subject 
to same timing requirements. 

Abatement of taxes as remedy (cities over 5,000 only).. If request is 
made for utility extension under policy in effect prior to annexation, and ex- 
tension is not complete two years from annexation's effective date, Local Gov't 
Comm'n (LGC) is to abate any taxes that remain unlevied at the end of the two- 
year period. LGC must order city not to levy any further ad valorem taxes on 
property until fiscal year commencing after completion of extension.

H- 1109 Annexation referendum required GS 160A 

Introducer: McDowell Sent to Local Government 1 

"To require a referendum before annexation if requested by fifteen 
percent of the voters in the area to be annexed or the extsting etty, but 
providing that the etty and the area to be annexed shall vote together on the 
questton.” Completely repeals the standards and services method of annexation 
both for cities with under 5,000 population and for cities with a population 
greater than 5,000 (repeals Parts 2 and 3 of Art. 4A, Ch. 160A). Also repeals 
"all provisions of local acts amendatory of Parts 2 and 3 of Article 4A." 

Amends GS 160A-25 and -26 (concerning the annexation procedure 
currently provided for in Ch. 160A, Art. 4A, Part 1) as title indicates. (Now, 
under this procedure the referendum must be held for residents of the area to 
be annexed if 15% of the voters in that area present a proper petition. In 
such a case, the municipal governing board may also hold a separate referendum 
for municipal residents; it must hold a separate referendum for municipal 
residents if 15% of qualified municipal voters present proper petition. If 
only one referendum is held, the annexation becomes effective if the proposal 
receives a majority of wotes in the area to be annexed. If two referendums 
are held, annexation becomes effective only if the proposal receives a majority 
in both referenda.) Amends GS 160A-26 to require county board of elections to 
call referendum within 90 (now, 60) days after receiving an order to that effect 
from municipal governing board. Makes conforming change in GS 160A-27(2) and 
28, and clarifying changes in GS 160A-27(3). Repeals GS 160A-27(5) which now 
requires county board of election referendum resolution to specify the names 
of registrars and judges for the referendum. Amends GS 163-288.2(a) to make it 
clear that the requirements for new voter registration held prior to the 
referendum apply only to areas to be annexed. Amends GS 160A-27 to provide 
that the county board of elections referendum resolution must be published 
once a week for 30 days before the closing of the registration books (now, 
before the opening of the books). 

Repeals all local acts “in conflict" with Part 1 of Art. 4A, Ch. 160A 
"to the extent of the conflict." Amends GS 160A-32 to repeal provision that 
now makes none of the annexation procedures of GS Ch. 160A, Art. 4A applicable 
to the cities in Dare County.

Requires Div'n of Motor Vehicles to give 
applicant for issuance, renewal, or correction of driver's license opportunity 
to apply to register to vote, or to update his registration if person has changed 
his address or moved from one precinct or county to another; this registration 
process is to be subject to rules of Board using forms it prescribes. Registratio 
becomes effective as provided by GS 163-67(a). Authorizes State Board to issue ~ 
rules to implement act.

Introducer: Adams Sent to Finance 


"To provtde that all statutory references to the Internal Revenue 
Code mean the Internal Revenue Code enacted on a spectfte date and to limit the 
amount that taxpayers may deduct as deprectatton under the accelerated cost 
recovery system." Amends numerous sections in GS 105, Art. 1 (inheritance tax), 
Art. 3 (franchise tax), Art. 4 (income tax for individuals, corporations, and 
estates, trusts, and beneficiaries; withholding of income tax; and declaration 
of estimated income), Art. 7, Schedule H (tax on intangible personal property), 
and Art. 8B (taxes on insurance companies) to specify that references to the 
federal Internal Revenue Code are to the Internal Revenue Code enacted as of 
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April 1, 1983. Also amends GS 105-141(b)(21) to provide that for purpose of 
exclusion from gross income, the term "student loan" has same meaning as in 

the 1976 Tax Reform Act (now, same meaning as in section 2117(b) of the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1954, as amended). Amends GS 105-130.5(a) to add to net 

income for purpose of calculating state corporation income tax, specified per- 
centages of federal depreciation deductions allowed under accelerated 

cost recovery system of section 168 of Internal Revenue Code (this adjustment 
does not apply to deductions for straight-line depreciation). 

Amends GS 105-147(12) to limit depreciation deduction from net income 
for purpose of calculating state individual income tax to specified percentages 
of federal depreciation deductions allowed under accelerated cost recovery system 
under section 168 of the federal Internal Revenue Code (this limitation does 
not apply to deductions for straight-line depreciation). Effective for tax 
years beginning on or after Jan. 1, 1983.

Adds new GS 143-135.5 and GS 136-28.4 
and amends GS 143-48 to state that it is the policy of the state to encourage 

and promote the use of small, minority and women contractors in state construction 
projects, in state purchasing of goods and services, and in the construction, 
alteration and maintenance of state roads and bridges. Directs state agencies, 
institutions and political subdivisions to cooperate to achieve the policy.

Introducer: Ballenger Sent to Law Enforcement 


"To provtde for the appointment of spectal process servers." Adds 
new GS 1-104 and amends GS 162-14 to allow civil process to be served by 
either sheriff of county or special process server, "with the exception of 
those types of process specified by Chapter 1A of the General Statutes, 
Rules of Civil Procedure, or by other provision of law.'' Directs sheriff of 
each county to appoint as many special process servers as he deems necessary. 
Server must be at least 18 years old, permanent resident of state, and never 
convicted of felony. Administrative Office of Courts to supply application 
form for appointment, requiring sworn statement and signature of two character 
witnesses. Sets $100 fee for application. Special process server to have 
duty to serve process and make returns as are required by law of sheriffs; 
to serve at pleasure of sheriff; to be authorized to serve only in county where 
appointing sheriff resides; to charge reasonable fee for services not exceeding 
fee authorized by law for service by sheriff. Server must execute $10,000 bond 
with surety company conditioned upon faithful discharge of duties. Makes 
willful execution of false return of service by special process server a 
misdemeanor; violator to be permanently barred from serving process. Requires 
record of appointment and discharge of process service in office of clerk of 
superior court. Effective Oct. 1, 1983 and applies to process served after 
that date.

Meei117 Securities Act amendments GS 78A 

Introducer: Miller Sent to Judiciary 1 

"To amend the North Carolina Seeurtttes Act." Makes changes in the 
coverage of the North Carolina Securities Act, in the events which are grounds 


for suspension, revocation, etc., of registration,, in the remedies available to 
Sec'y of State in event of violations, and in the judicial review, bond require- 


ment, and interest rate provisions of the Act. 
Coverage. (1) Provides, by deleting exemption in GS 78A-2(2), that 
banks, savings institutions, and trust companies which are engaged in securities 
transactions are included in definition of securities "dealer" covered by the Act. 
(2) Adds federal savings and loan associations; state-organized building and loan 
-or similar associations; railroads, common carriers, public utilities and their 
holding companies which are subject to Interstate Commerce Commission juris- 
diction; registered holding companies under the Public Utility Holding Company 
Act of 1935; other government regulated issuers; and nonprofit organizations 
organized under NC law or having their principal office in NC, to the list of 
securities issuers in GS 78A-2(2)d.1. which are not included in the definition 
of securities dealer (such organizations can sell securities directly without 
going through a dealer). (3) Amends GS 78A-2(9) (definition of "salesman") and 
GS 78A-37(a) (dealer and salesman registration provisions) to specify that pro- 
visions governing when a partner, officer, or director of a dealer or issuer is 
a "salesman" and allowing dealer registration to constitute automatic registra- 
tion of salesman who is a partner, officer or director only applies to.executive 
officers (underlined word added). (4) Amends list of transactions exempted from 
registration requirement (GS 78A-24) and literature filing requirements (GS 78A-49(d)) 
by (a) limiting exemption given to offers or sales to a corporation to those 
where the corporation has a net worth in excess of one million dollars (underlined 
words added) and (b) rewriting exemption for offers or sales of preorganization 
certificates or subscriptions so that it applies only where no public advertising 
or solicitation is used in connection with the offer or sale, where the number of 
subscribers does not exceed 10 and the number of offerees does not exceed 25, and 
where no commissions are paid or given for subscriber solicitation and no payment 
is made by any subscriber. (5) Conforms GS 78A-36 to federal securities law by 
allowing banks to register as dealers even though they are not registered as 
dealers with the Securities and Exchange Comm'n (banks are exempt from federal 
registration). 
Disciplinary provisions. (1) Adds censure, partial revocation of 
registration, and restrictions on registration to the remedies available to Sec'y 
of State under GS 78A-39 if one of the findings listed in that section is made. 
ge 
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Adds willful violation of specified federal securities laws to grounds for 
censure, denial, suspension, or revocation of registration. (2) Changes time 
periods in GS 78A-39(a) for institution of revocation or suspension proceedings 
based upon facts known when registration became effective and in GS 78A-39(e) 
(pertaining to withdrawal from registration). (3) Adds cease and desist orders” 
to the remedies available to Sec'y of State under GS 78A-47 and establishes hear- 
ing and other procedures for such orders. (4) Amends GS 78A-48(a) to provide 
that judicial review oF Sec'y of State's orders is to be in Wake County superior 
court (now, any county's superior court) and to change, from 60 to 30 days, the 
time period within which appeal must be filed. (5) Amends GS 78A-56(a) (concern-= 
ing civil liability to purchaser of security in certain cases) to provide that © 
interest is to be paid at legal rate (present law specifies 6%) and to clarify 
that liability attaches for violation of either GS 78A-56(a)(1) or -56(a) (2). 

Other provisions. (1) Amends GS 78A-2(9) and -36(b) to clarify that 
only dealers employ salesmen as representatives (now, dealers and issuers are 
mentioned). (2) Clarifies that Sec'y of State is administrator of Securities 
Act and that he may delegate all or part of his authority under Act to the 
Deputy Securities Administrator. Changes dollar amounts specified in GS 78A-37(d) 
for dealer surety bonds from $10,000 to $100,000 (salesmen's bond remains 
$10,000) and changes net capital requirement for exemption from bond from 
$25,000 to $100,000. } 

Provisions allowing additional remedies (censure, partial revocation 
of and restrictions on registration, and cease and desist orders) and clarify- 
ing Sec'y of State's delegation authority are effective July 1, 1983. Other 
provisions are effective Oct. 1, 1983. 


Hep Ads Odometer fraud made felony GS 20

"To amend Chapter 20 to make odometer fraud a felony." Amends 
GS 20-350 to make fraudulent tampering with motor vehicle odometer a Class H 
felony (now, a misdemeanor), punishable by imprisonment up to 10 years and/or 
a fine.

Provides that benefits are same as payable to district court judges § 
under Judicial Retirement System (generally, allows retirement with 24 years 
service, with basic benefit figured by multiplying highest annual compensation 
by percentage determined by multiplying 3% by years of service in system). Allow 
service as register before effective date of act to be used to determine if 24 
years service is met.

"To establish the procedure for naminating and electing members of 
the Board of Governors of The University of North Carolina." Sets out following 
procedures for nominating and electing members of cited board: Committee actions. 
The University Board of Governors Nominating Committee in the House (the House 
Committee) and the Canmittee on Rules and Operations of the Senate (Senate Committee) 
receive suggestions for nominations until May 30, 1983. To be nominated by the 
Senate Committee, a person must have his name put forward by a member of the Senate 
Committee. Committee members may propose as many candidates as they choose. To 
be nominated by the House Committee, a person must have his name put forward by 
any Representative. Each Representative may nominate only so many candidates 
as there are spaces to be filled by the House. Each committee must choose at 
least two candidates for each opening in each category of seats to which the 
relevant house elects candidates. The committees will screen (and, if they 
choose, interview) all nominees. 

Selection of nominees. In a joint session on June 14, 1983, committee 
nominations will be made first, followed by floor nominations. Nominees must be 
for a particular category (as set out in GS 116-6). There must be twice as many 
persons nominated as the number of places to be filled in each category. . When 
all nominations are in, the joint session is dissolved, 

Election in the Senate and House. The Senate elects one member of the 
Board from the minority party category for an 8-year term and three members in 
the at-large category for 8-year terms; the House elects two persons in the at- 
large category for 8-year terms, one person in the minority race category for an 
8-year term and one person in the women's category for an 8-year term. In each 
house the following elections rules apply: (1) no nominations from the floor; 
(2) to be chosen, a nominee must receive the votes of a majority of all members 
present and voting in his category; (3) each member, for his ballot to count in 
a . category, must vote for as many nominees as there are positions to be filled 
in that category; (4) if only one nominee is to be chosen in a category and no 
candidate receives a majority, a runoff is held between two highest vote-getters; 
(5) if fewer than the total required number of nominees receive a majority in

Summary. Makes these principal changes in laws relating to 
drinking and driving: (1) repeals current DUI and related offenses and 
replaces them with single offense of impaired driving, with five punish- 
ment levels; (2) creates new offense of felony death by vehicle; (3) re- 
writes chemical testing statutes to conform to language of new offense and 
extend revocation for refusal to 12 months, with limited driving privilege 
available in some instances after six months; (4) revises law governing 
preliminary roadside tests for alcohol to broaden authority of enforcement 
officers to request tests, and adds specific provision on impaired driving 
checks (roadblocks): (5) rewrites limited driving privilege statutes to 
impose certain mandatory restrictions; (6) adds one year revocation for 
failure to complete DUI schools; (7) provides for immediate 10-day pretrial 
revocation for refusing chemical test or registering 0.10 or more alcohol 
concentration; (8) authorizes magistrate to order detention of person arrested 
for offense involving impaired driving for up to 24 hours if necessary to sober 
up driver; (9) allows forfeiture of vehicle if driver convicted of driving 
while impaired is found to have committed the offense while his license was 
revoked because of previous impaired driving; (10) raises legal age for purchase 
of beer and wine from 18 to 19; (11) makes it a crime for provisional licensees 
(under age 18) to drive with any alcohol in body or any illegal drug in blood, 
and requires license revocation until age 18(for at least 45 days)upon con- 
viction; (12) adds one year revocation of driver's license if under age person 
convicted of purchase, attempt to-purchase, aiding and abetting another to 
purchase or possess, or fraudulent use of ID to purchase alcoholic beverage; 
(13) imposes civil liability. on ABC boards and most ABC permittees who allow 
sales to underage persons when the impairment of the underage person results 
in motor vehicle accident and damage to third party; and (14) makes it illegal 
for a driver to consume beer or wine while driving. These and other provisions 
are described in more detail below. 

Impaired driving. Repeals GS 20-138, -139, -140(c), and -140(e). 
Adds new GS 20-138.1 making it misdemeanor of impaired driving to drive a 
vehicle on a highway or public vehicular area: (1) while faculties are ap- 
preciably impaired because of consumption of alcohol, drugs, or both; or (2) 
after consuming enough alcohol before or during driving to establish alcohol 
concentration of 0.10 or more at time of test. Rewrites GS 20-179 to require 
judge to hold a sentencing hearing after conviction for impaired driving to 
determine if grossly aggravating, aggravating, or mitigating factors are 
present. Requires prosecutor to present chemical test results and all 
evidence he has of grossly aggravating and aggravating factors. Sets five 
punishment levels based on these factors--see punishment table on page 990 
of today's Bulletin. Level One punishment applies if there are two or more 
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grossly aggravating factors (each prior conviction is a separate factor); Level 
Two punishment applies if there is only one grossly aggravating factor. The 
grossly aggravating factors are: (1) a prior conviction involving impaired 
driving (includes manslaughter, death by vehicle, DUI under previous law, etc., 
but not reckless driving after drinking) within last seven years; (2) driving 
while license revoked for an impaired driving revocation; and (3) serious 
injury to another caused by the impaired driving. If no grossly aggravating 
factors found, judge must balance aggravating and mitigating factors, state 
findings in record, and impose punishment Level Three, Four, or Five as ap- 
propriate. Aggravating factors include gross impairment or 0.20 or more 
alcohol concentration at time of test; negligent driving causing $500 damage 

or personal injury; driving while license revoked; two or more prior traffic 
convictions in past five years that carry at least three drivers' license 
points or a license revocation, or one or more convictions of offense involving 
impaired driving more than seven years ago; etc. Mitigating factors include 
slight impairment and an alcohol concentration of 0.11 or less at time of test; 
driving that was generally safe and lawful; good driving record, etc. Adds new 
GS 20-138.4 to require prosecutor to give reason in writing if he dismisses or 
reduc s impaired driving charge. Amends GS 20-141.4 to make death by vehicle 
involving impaired driving a Class I felony (punishable by up to 5 years im- 
prisonment and/or fine). 

Chemical testing. Rewrites GS 20-16.2, -16.3, and -139.1 to conform 
language to new impaired driving offense and make major substantive changes as 
follows: (1) deletes requirement in present GS 20-16.2 that driver be arrested 
before he is subject to implied-consent law, requiring only that he be "charged" 
and that there be probable cause; (2) amends GS 20-16.2 to extend revocation 
for refusing chemical test from six to 12 months, but allows limited driving 
privilege to most first offenders if charge disposed of and no subsequent 
violations, after six months of revocation; denies this limited driving privilege 
and makes revocation consecutive if the person who refused test did so in case 
involving death or critical injury; (3) adds provision in GS 20-16.2 to specify 
that legal authority for chemical testing independent of statutes may be used, 
even if person refuses; (4) amends GS 20-139.1 to add provision allowing sub- 
mission of chemical test results and related evidence by affidavit, but allows 
defendant to subpoena chemical analyst and question him as an adverse witness; 
(5) amends GS 20-139.1 to specify that results of breath test inadmissible if 
defendant shows that required preventive maintenance of instrument not timely 
performed; (6) requires a multiple-test procedure for chemical tests of breath 
after January 1, 1985, with results admissible only if consecutive readings are 
within 0.02 alcohol concentration of each other, and only the lower reading may 
used by state; (7) extends roadside screening test procedures of GS 20-16.3 to 
situations when law enforcement officer has reasonable suspicion that lawfully 
stopped driver has committed implied-consent offense, or driver has consumed 
alcohol and has either committed a moving traffic violation or been involved in 
an accident; and (8) adds new GS 20-16.3A on impaired driving checks (roadblocks) 
to authorize law enforcement agency, in accordance with predetermined patterns, 
to stop vehicles at checkpoint and request drivers to submit to roadside alcohol 
screening test. 

Revocations and limited driving privilege. (1) Adds GS 20-16.4 re- 
quiring Division of Motor Vehicles (DMV) to revoke license for one year of 
person who willfully fails to complete DUI (ADETS) school. (2) Adds GS 20- 
16.5 requiring magistrate or clerk of court to seize license and order it 
revoked for 10 days if person charged with impaired driving offense refuses 
chemical test or registers 0.10 or more alcohol concentration. License to be 
revoked at time of arrest unless chemical test results not available then. 
Provides for a 30-day revocation if person fails to turn in license within five 
days of order. Allows person to request hearing before magistrate or district 
court judge, but license remains revoked pending hearing; hearing before magistrate 


=9300 


must be held within three working days, and within five working days if 
before judge. Provides that DMV not to be notified of revocation in typical 
10-day revocation. (3) Amends GS 20-16(a) to authorize DMV to revoke license 
of person who loses privilege to drive on federal military installation or is 
convicted of impaired instruction under GS 20-12.1. (4) Adds new GS 20-179.3 
to spell out mandatory restrictions on limited driving privilege for persons 
who are convicted of impaired driving or who refuse chemical test and are 
eligible after at least six months of revocation. Mandatory restrictions 
include (a) limit on all driving except for work, education, maintenance 
of household, court-ordered treatment, assessment, or community service, or 
medical emergency and (b) prohibition on driving after 8 p.m. and before 
6 a.m. and on weekends unless judge specifically dictates routes and finds 
that driving is necessary for work, education, or court-ordered treatment, 
assessment, or community service (but driving for medical emergency always 
authorized). If court-ordered period of license revocation is imposed, 
privilege only takes effect afterwards; otherwise, privilege effective 4 
immediately upon issuance by judge, but if community service imposed privilege | 
becomes void unless service completed within specified time limits. Provides 
that to be eligible for privilege person must have no prior impaired driving 
offense convictions within 10 years, have been punished at Level Three, Four, 
or Five. 

Forfeiture of vehicle. Authorizes forfeiture of vehicle in new GS 
20-28.2 if driver convicted of impaired driving and sentencing judge determines ~ 
that defendant then had his license revoked for an impaired driving offense, 
that no innocent party (security interest holder or owner who was not driving . 
at time) is involved and that vehicle is not primarily used by a member of : 
defendant's household for a business purpose or for driving to work or school. 
Judge must give reasons for not ordering forfeiture if vehicle is subject to 
forfeiture. Upon forfeiture, vehicle to be sold. - 

Delaying freedom on bail for still-impaired driver. Adds GS 15A-534.27 
to require judicial official conducting initial appearance for offense involving | 
impaired driving to hold defendant in custody if he finds that to release e 
defendant would be dangerous to himself or others. Defendant may be~released when 
first of the following things occur: defendant no longer impaired (0.05 or 
less, if chemical tests are available), responsible adult is willing to assume 
responsibility for defendant, or defendant has been in custody for 24 hours. 

Consumption of beer or wine by driver. Amends GS 18B-401(a) to add 
prohibition against driver's consuming beer or unfortified wine in vehicle while 
driving on a highway or public vehicular area. 

Offenses aimed at youthful drinking-driving. (1) Amends GS 18B-300, 
-302, and -900 to raise age for legal purchase of beer and unfortified wine ° 
from 18 to 19, and to raise age from 18 to 19 for person to be employed as 
manager of establishment selling such beverages. (2) Adds GS 20-138.3 making 
it unlawful for provisional licensee (age 16 and 17) to drive with any alcohol 
in his body or any illegal drugs in his blood. Adds GS 20-13.2 to provide for 
revocation of license of provisional licensee until age 18 or for 45 days, 
whichever is longer, if he is convicted of GS 20-138.3 or impaired driving, or 7 
if he refuses a chemical test for alcohol. (3) Amends GS 18B-302 to: (a) makewm 
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punishment for aiders and abettors in purchase for underage persons, with underai 
aider and abettor receiving less punishment; (c) expand provisions on fraudulent 


Adds GS 20-17.3 to revoke driver's license for one year if underage person con- ~ 
victed of purchasing, attempting to purchase, or aiding and abetting another 4 
underage person to purchase. Adds similar revocation for anyone convicted of ~~ 
fraudulent use of ID. 

Dram-shop liability. Adds new article to Ch,18B to establish civil 
liability for local ABC board or of ABC permittee who sells at retail if underage 
person is negligently sold alcoholic beverage, that alcoholic beverage caused 
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or contributed to an underage person's being under the influence of an 
impairing substance or at 0.10 or more alcohol concentration at the time 
of the test, and the impaired underage person's negligent operation of a 
vehicle causes injury. Makes sale to underage person without requesting 
identification evidence of negligence, but allows proof of seller's good 
practices, of misrepresentation of age by underage purchaser, or that sale 
was under duress as evidence that permittee not negligent. Places a limit 
on recovery under statute at $500,000 per occurrence; provides for joint 
and several liability between negligent driver or owner of vehicle causing 
injury and negligent seller of alcoholic beverages, with right of contribution 
but not indemnification; and states that rights to proceed under common law 
not abridged, except that double recovery for same injury not allowed. Makes 
statutory dram-shop actions subject to one-year statute of limitations, and 
provides for suspension of ABC permit while there is unsatisfied final judgment 
in dram-shop action against permittee. Adds statement that General Assembly's 
consideration and subsequent deletion of dram-shop liability for sales to in- 
toxicated persons does not reflect any legislative intent with respect to 
the issue of civil liability for negligent sales to intoxicated persons. 
Reserve fund. Provides that persons pay a $25 fee to get license 
back a.ter the 10-day pretrial civil revocation, and places those funds in a 
reserve fund. Authorizes transfer of funds from reserve fund by Director of 


Budget with the advice of the Governmental Operations Comm'n to implement Act, 


including-reimbursement to counties for increased jail expenses incurred as 
a result of the act. Funds not used to implement act to revert to General 
Fund. 

Effective date. Effective October 1, 1983 with following limitations: 
(1) prosecutions and administrative actions as to drivers' licenses based on 
provisions amended or repealed are not abated as to offenses committed before 
effective date, and former law remains in effect for those prosecutions and 
administrative actions; and (2) dram-shop liability statutes are applicable 
only to acts and omissions occurring after effective date.

substitutes requirement of filing a map or diagram for filing a survey in 
lease applications; (7) specifies that investigation conducted by Sec'y of 
' Natural Resources and Community Development prior to granting a lease upon an 
initial application, is to determine whether the proposed lease is consistent 
with standards set out in item (2) above, and provides that if inconsistent, 
Sec'y may recommend a conditional lease (now, may exclude clam. or oyster bed 
from lease) or recommend that application be denied; (8) requires that Sec'y 
present lease applications to Marine Fisheries Comm'n if notice of intent to 
lease has been published more than 20 (now, 30) days before meeting of Comm'n; 
(9) i. the event of protest, requires Sec'y to file an evaluation of the protest 

with Comm'n, and requires Comm'n to determine all lease applications during 
_ public meeting, allowing any member of the public to comment; (10) provides that 
if applicant and Sec'y cannot agree that the area approved for a lease is the 
area shown on survey required to be made by applicant, then matter is to be 
resolved by Comm'n; (11) requires that if leasehold is transfered, new leaseholder 
must notify Sec'y within 30 (now, 15) days; (12) adds, as ground for termination 
of lease, filing of false information on form accompanying annual rent; (13) 
deletes requirement that Sec"y must mail notice of intent to terminate lease 
upon learning of any of the grounds listed for termination and the requirement 
that final notice of termination must be sent by registered or certified mail,

Person who acquires interest in agricultural land after effective date and 
then becomes foreign person must divest itself of interest within two years fram 
date of status change. 

Permits foreign person to acquire interest in agricultural land for 
non-agricultural purpose, but must use for that purpose within ten years after 
acquisition; during development of the agricultural land for that purpose, 
interest not to be used for agricultural enterprise except under lease to non- 
foreign person. Foreign person that acquires agricultural land interest for 
non-agricultural use must file report with Comm'r of Agriculture before March 31 
of each year, indicating name of owner, name of foreign principal if owner is 
agent, location and size of land interest by county, date acquired, type of non- 
agricultural use, status of land's development for non-agricultural use, and 
present use of the agricultural land. Provides $2,000 fine for each failure to 
file timely report. Allows one extension up to ten years of holding agricultural 
interest for non-agricultural use in discretion of Comm'r. 

Requires Comm'r to report violations to Attorney General. Attorney 
General must then initiate action in superior court of county in which the land 
is located, file notice of the action with register of deeds in each county 
affected, and serve notice upon foreign person. If, after hearing, court finds 
violation, court must enter order declaring violation and file copy with register 
of deeds in each county affected; thereafter, foreign person to have one year to 
divest self of lands. If land not divested within one year, it is to be sold at 
public sale as in mortgage foreclosure. Provides that Attorney General may also 
obtain injunction against threatened violation. 

Provides that no title to land is invalid because of alienage of person 
having former interest. Declares valid all contracts to buy or sell any interest 
in real estate "by or with foreign persons" before effective date of act.

Provisions with respect to interest income taxation, Internal Revenue 
Code references, and depreciation deductions effective Jan. 1, 1983. Limitations 
on depreciation deductions apply to property placed in service on or before 
Jan. 1, 1983. Employer quarterly payments provision effective Oct. 1, 1983. 
Insurance quarterly payments provisions effective Jan. 1, 1983. 

Sales and Use Taxes. Amends GS 105-164.4(1) to increase maximum sales 
tax for each aircraft, railway locomotive or car, motor vehicle, or boat from $120 
to $300; provides that sales price of motor vehicle is the gross sales; price of 
the motor vehicle less any allowance given for a motor vehicle taken in trade 
as part of the consideration for the purchased motor vehicle. Amends GS 105-164.4(1) 
to impose retail sales tax on all retail sales of motor vehicles, regardless of 
whether seller is engaged in business as retailer and whether a tax has pre- 
viously been paid under the article with respect to the vehicle (now, tax does 
not apply to sale by person or firm not in business as retailer of motor vehicles 
if the tax has previously been paid with respect to the vehicle). Makes purchaser 
liable for payment of tax when seller is not retailer and requires payment of 
such tax when applying for certificate of title, registration or plate for the 
vehicle (prohibits issuance of any of these for vehicle sold in state until tax 
has been paid). Provides that sales price of vehicle purchased from non-retailer 
is the greater of (1) standard value for year, make and model as established 
in schedules of value adopted by Sec'y of Revenue, or (2) amount paid by 
purchaser. Requires Division of Motor Vehicles to remit such sales taxes collected 
to Sec'y of Revenue. Amends GS 105-164.6(3a) to make comparable changes regarding 
imposition of use tax on motor vehicles. Makes conforming amendments to 
exemption provisions of GS 105-164.13(16) and 105.164.13(32). 

Amends definitions of "sale" and "tangible personal property" in 
GS 105-164.3 to make the Sales and Use Tax Act applicable to the sale of, lease 
of, or license to use or consume prewritten computer programs which are intended 
for general or repeated sale, lease or license. Does not apply to "custom 
computer programs" prepared to the special order of the customer. 

Completely rewrites GS 105-164.4(3) to levy on "retailer" (defined as 
operator of hotels, motels, tourist homes, tourist camps, and similar type of 
businesses and persons who rent private residences and cottages to transients) a 
3% tax of gross receipts derived from rental of roams or accommodations furnished 
to transients for consideratim. Provides that tax does not apply to residence 
or cottage rented for less than 15 days in a calendar year or to any room or 
accommodation supplied to same person for period of 90 or more continuous days. 
Defines "persons who rent to transients" to include owners of private residences 
and rental agents, including real estate brokers, who rent private residences to 
transients for owners; owner not liable for tax if rental agent is liable. 
Completely rewrites GS 105-164.21 to provide that every retailer required to collect 
and remit sales or use taxes may deduct following amount as discount at time of 
making remittance to Sec'y: three percent of first $5,000 remitted, and two 
percent of amount remitted that exceeds $5,000, but not to exceed $1,000 per 
month. Provides that maximum discount allowed per month applies to each person 
without regard to number of businesses owned or operated by person. Authorizes 
Sec'y to deny discount for reasons specified in bill. Completely rewrites 
GS 105-164.44A to specify way in which sales and use taxes collected on motor 
vehicle items and accessories are to be transferred from the General Fund to the 
Highway Fund.

Amends GS 86A-12(1) to require applicants licensed 
in other states to have been in good standing for at least six months before 
Board's receipt of application. Amends GS 86A-12 to provide that Board may issue 
a license to applicant licensed in another state who does not meet all of section's 
requirements if it makes findings specified in bill; permits Board to require 
such applicants to take a written or oral exam. 

Amends GS 86A-15(b) to authorize any Board member or agent to enter 
and inspect any barbershop, barber school, or barber college (now, requires 
such places to be open for inspection at all times during business hours).

"To tnerease funding for enforcement of the motor vehtele safety 
tnspectton program and to tnerease the canpensation of inspection stations." 
Amends GS 20-183.7(a) to increase the safety inspection station fee from $3.65 
to $*.65 and the inspection certificate fee from 60 to 85 cents. Makes similar 
‘ change to GS 20-183.7(al) (exhaust emissions inspection program). Also amends 
GS 20-183.7(a) to authorize Dep't (apparently intends Division) of Motor 
Vehicles (DMV) to issue to inspection stations temporary stickers used to 
indicate that a vehicle has failed inspection, and to allow DMV to require 
inspection stations to retain for six months list of owner names and vehicle 
license numberS when owners fail to return vehicles for reinspection within 90 
days.. Amends GS 20-183.7(c)(1) to place additional money generated by increase 
from 60 to 85 cents into special fund to be used under Governor's direction for 
enforcement and surveillance. Amends GS 20-183.7(c)(2) to distribute additional 
money generated by increase in fees for exhaust emissions inspection program as 
follows: first 35 cents (now, 60 cents) to Division of Environmental Manage- 
ment, the next 25 cents to special fund, and any excess up to $1.65 to Highway

"To requtre the muntetpaltttes of N.C. to pass on to the consumers 
the refund recetved fran utilities for overcharges on electrte power." Adds 
new GS 62-136.1 requiring that when a municipality purchases electrical power 
for redistribution, and the supplying company is required to make a refund, 
the municipality must refund to consumers the total amount of the refund plus 
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all interest accrued for period refund is held before distribution. Provides 
that such consumer refunds (1) be in proportion to consumers’ payments made 
during period covered by the refund, (2) may take form of a credit against 
charges currently owed, (3) must be in the form of a cash refund to consumers 
who paid the excess charges during period covered by the refund but are no longer 
paying those accounts, (4) reverts to municipality for use in maintaining its 
electrical-distribution system if municipality is unable to locate a consumer 
due a refund after due diligence, and (5) must be made within 120 days after 
receipt of the refund by the municipality from the utility. Defines "consumers" 
to include all residential, commercial, or industrial users of the electricity 
provided by the municipality whether or not the electricty was provided pursuant 
to rates adopted by the municipality or pursuant to a contract between the user 
and the municipality.

H 1339 Toxic/hazardous ID/labeling GS 130, 143B, APPROPRIATION 
Introducer: Payne Sent to Water and Air 


"Regarding the tdentifteation and labeling of tacte or hazardous sub- 
stances." Adds new Art. 32 to GS Ch. 130 (public health) and adds new Part 28 
to GS Ch. 143B, Art. 3 (part of Executive Organization Act concernine Dep't of 
Human Resources). 

Labeling. Requires any employer (defined in act; includes state and 
its political subdivisions but not individuals whose only employees are domestic 
workers or casual laborers hired to work at the individual's residence) who manu- 
factures, processes, uses, stores, or produces toxic or hazardous substances (sub- 
stances containing more than .01% of a toxic or hazardous substance listed in 
the most recent NIOSH Registry of Toxic Effect of Chemical Substances or 
determined by Sec'y of Human Resources to pose a significant risk to public 
health or employee health and safety) to label containers holding more than one 
gallon or 7-1/2 pounds of such substances as specified in act. 

Material safety data sheet and public disclosure form. Requires 
employers to submit forms identifying hazardous and toxic materials manufactured, 
processed, used, stored, produced or emitted to the atmosphere, and to update 
the forms regularly. 

Trade secrets. Provides for withholding in specified circumstances 
of chemical name of toxic or hazardous substance, if the substance is a trade 
secret (emitted substances may not be trade secrets). Under article's guidelines, 
other information about substance must be disclosed and chemical name must be 
disclosed on confidential basis to physicians treating patient for exposure to 
a toxic or hazardous substance. Requires employer to substantiate the with- 
holding of information as a trade secret to Sec'y; employer may appeal adverse 
determination by Sec'y if he does so promptly. 

Public access. Provides that information submitted by employer under 
article (except information disclosing trade secret) and information concerning 
violations of article is public record. Copies of data sheets and disclosure 
forms are to be sent by Sec'y of Human Resources to local health and fire dep'ts,. 
Public is to have access to forms in health dep't's and Sec'y's custody; health 
dep't is to index forms to facilitate access. 

Employees' rights. Requires employers to make data sheets and public 
disclosure forms available to employees in manner specified in act, and to 
establish an education and training program to inform employees of the toxic or 
hazardous substances to which they may be exposed in the course of their 
employment. Training program must review information submitted by employer under 
GS 139-288 (apparently intends information submitted on material safety data 
sheets required by new GS 130-288). Allows employee or representative who alleges 
violation of act to local health director to accompany director on inspection 
made pursuant to complaint. Prohibits employer from discharging, disciplining, 
or discriminating against employee for exercising his rights under article and 
specifies damages which employee may recover if employer discriminates, and 
creates presumption that employer's action is retaliatory in specified instances. 

Inspections. Requires annual inspections by local health director 
of premises of employers submitting data sheets or public disclosure forms under 
article, to determine whether toxic or hazardous substances are labelled 
accurately, whether data sheets and disclosure forms are accurate, and whether 
employer has appropriate safety, containment and cleanup equipment. Health 
director is also to investigate employee and public complaints of employer non- 
compliance with article within three working days of the complaint. Provides 
for issuance of citations for violations of article and for imposition of admin- 
istrative penalties of up to $5,000 for each day violation continues. Allows 
person making complaint to health director to seek injunctive relief if health 
director fails to issue citation for alleged violation. Health director may request 
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assistance of Office of Occupational Safety and Health, Dep"t of Labor, in making 
inspections and investigations; Sec'y of Human Resources is to provide health 
directors and their staffs with training to enable them to fulfill their inspec- 
tion and investigation responsibilities. 

Other provisions of GS Ch. 130, Art. 32. Exempts from article toxic 
or hazardous substances being transported in interstate commerce, and substances 
contained in consumer products and food packaged for distribution to and use 
by the general public (unless Sec'y of Human Resources determines otherwise due 
to quantities stored). Provides for establishment of form processing fees and 
for per capita distribution of 3/4 of fees collected to local health dep'ts. 
Allows counties and municipalities to enact ordinances imposing additional 
obligations concerning toxic or hazardous substances on employers; ordinances 
may not relieve employers from article's obligations. 

Council on Toxic and Hazardous Substances. Creates Council to be in 
Dep't of Human Resources, to advise Sec'y, and to consist of Sec'y of Human 
Resources, Comm'r of Labor, and the following persons appointed by Governor: 
two members representing labor interests, one occupational health hygienist, 
two members representing, respectively, the interests of a large manufacturer 
and of a small manufacturer, one member representing the interests of an environ- 
mental group, one public health official, one county official, and one, fireman. 
Provides that governor's appointees serve three year terms, except for initial 
appointments specified in act. Provides for filling of vacancies and for calling 
of meetings. 

Appropriation and effective dates. Appropriates $200,000 from General 
Fund to Dep't of Human Resources for fiscal 1983-84 to implement and assist 
counties in implementing act. Appropriation is effective July 1, 1983; remain- 
ing provisions are effective Jan. 1, 1984 for employers with 10 or more employees 
and July 1, 1984 for all other employers. (Effective date for creation of 
Council is not specified.)

administrative rules, to report with recommendations to the 1985 General Assembly.

Amends GS 45-21.16(a) (concerning giving notice of 
the hearing which is held before land is sold pursuant to a power of sale con- 
tained in a mortgage or deed of trust) to provide that hearing may be continued 
aif all parties are not served in time to hold the hearings on the date stated 
in the notice of hearing. Specifies that all notices already served remain 
effective, and requires clerk, after the notice requirements are satisfied, to 
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notify all parties of the date to which the hearing has been continued. Adds 
new GS 45-21.16(c)(11) providing that the written notice of the hearing must 
specify that the hearing may be held on a date later than that stated in the 
notice and that the party will be notified of any change in the hearing date.

"Making the provistons of G.S. 8-53.6 as set forth in House Bill 236 
rattfted as Chapter 410 of the 1983 Sesston Laws applicable to certifted social 
workers." Amends new GS 8-53.6 to extend to certified social workers the same 
incompetence to testify in alimony and divorce actions which, effective 
Oct. 1, 1983, will apply to physicians, psychologists and certified marital 
family therapists.

"Replacing Chapter 14 of the General Statutes with a new Criminal 
Code." This 265-page bill represents the recommendations of the Criminal Code 
Commission for a wholesale revision of the state's substantive criminal law, 
to take effect January 1, 1985. The Code would replace the criminal statutes 
in G.S. Chapter 14, the controlled substances law in Ch. 90, various felonies 
elsewhere in the General Statutes, and all common law offenses. Generally the 
Style »f the new Code is to substitute for specific statutes dealing with 
different forms of the same kind of conduct a more general crime that 
encompass all forms of that conduct. For example, many different forms of 
taking another's property--larceny, receiving stolen goods, embezzlement, 
false pretenses, etc.--would be consolidated into the crime of theft. Each of 
those kinds of taking would be theft and the specific charge would no longer 
depend on how the taking was accomplished, though the degree of the offense 
would still depend on the amount or kind of property taken and other factors 
similar to those used in present law. Similarly, specific statutes 
prohibiting particular kinds of fraud against the government--food stamp 
fraud, welfare fraud, fraudulent applications for licenses--are consolidated 
into a single offense of obtaining a public benefit by fraud. Many outdated 
statutes--the misdemeanor of marathon dancing, for example-~are repealed by 
not being carried forward in the new Code. 

The Code codifies various matters of criminal law that presently are 
dealt with only in case law, including defenses to crimes, burden of proof for 
defenses, states of minds required for conviction, and offenses such as 
conspiracy, solicitation and attempt. Common law defenses not addressed by 
the Code would remain available. 

Included in the Code is a new schedule of punishments (see Article 5), 
although the present presumptive sentencing procedures would remain in 
effect. 

Below is an article-by-article description of the new Chapter 14A which 
is the essence of the new Code. Because of the extensive nature of the 
revision, this summary can state only in a general way the effect of the new 
Code. Missing article numbers indicate articles that have been reserved for 
future use. 

Article 1. Preliminary Provisions. Provides for Code to take effect 
January 1, 1985. Conduct unlawful before January 1, 1985, may be prosecuted 
after that date under the old law if the conduct still would be unlawful under 
the Code. Code defenses and provisions reducing punishment would apply to 
such prosecutions. 

Generally continues present division between felonies and misdemeanors, 
but adds new category of offenses called infractions, punishable only by 
fine. 
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Abolishes common law crimes but retains common law presumptions unless 
Same subject is addressed by Code. 

Convictions before effective date of Code remain applicable in 
determining whether an offense is a repeat offense and in determining legal 
disabilities and other issues that depend upon prior convictions. 

Article 2. Definitions. Lists all defined terms used in Code. Terms 
used frequently throughout Code are defined here; terms used in only one or 
two articles are defined in those articles with a cross-reference in this 
list. 

Article 3. Culpability and Causation. States general requirement that 
defendant must commit a voluntary act; also defines when failure to act may be 
basis for prosecution. Sets out meanings of four states of mind used in Code: 
Intentionally, knowingly, wantonly and recklessly. If offense fails to 
specify the state of mind required for conviction, State must prove that 
defendant acted wantonly. 

Article 4. Vicarious Liability for Offenses. Provides that person is 
liable for crime committed by another when: (1) he causes the other person to 
commit the offense unknowingly; (2) the other person is a co-conspirator and 
the offense is a planned consequence of the conspiracy; (3) he solicits the 
other person to commit the offense; or (4) he aids the other person during the 
offense. Defenses include giving warning to prevent offense, withdrawing with 
notice to known co-conspirators, and withdrawing for such a time that others 
should have known. 

Sets liability of organization for acts of its agents, generally 
requiring that the offense be by the board of directors or by person who has 
control of the organization or responsibility for policy and is acting within 
that control or authority. Person who has duty to act for organization is 
liable for organization's failure to carry out duty imposed by law. 

Article 5. Classification of Offenses. Sets following classes of 
felonies defined by maximum punishment: capital, life imprisonment, 30-year, 
24-year, 18-year, 12-year, 10-year, 8-year, 6-year, 4-year, and 2-year. 
Maximum fine generally set at $5,000 times maximum number of years of 
imprisonment (thus a 2-year felony carries maximum $10,000 fine, a 6-year 
felony $30,000). Presumptive sentence set at one-half maximum. Sets four 
classes of misdemeanors: 2-year, l-year, 6-month, and 30-day, with maximum 
fines set at $5,000, $2,500, $1,000, and $500, respectively. Infractions 
carry maximum fine of $250. Local ordinance automatically punished as 
infraction with maximum $50 fine, but ordinance may increase punishment to 
10-day/$100 misdemeanor. For all felonies and misdemeanors the maximum fine 
is doubled if the defendant is an organization rather than an individual. 
Permits increased fine up to twice defendant's gain or, if defendant is 
organization, up to twice victim's loss not subject to restitution. 

Article 6. Disqualification upon Conviction. Specifies loss of public 
offense and disqualification from voting for person convicted of felony. 
Permits licensing authority to list felonies resulting in automatic 
disqualification from occupational license. Disqualification limited to two 
years unless there is express authority for longer period. Disqualification 
from license based on misdemeanor requires specific finding that the 
conviction show unfitness for occupation. All disqualifications generally 
take effect when no right to appeal remains, but public officer is suspended 
from office, with pay, immediately upon entry of judgment. Subsequent 
collateral reversal of conviction requires restoration of person to previous 
status, but office holder is not entitled to be returned to office if 
successor has been chosen. 
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Article 7. Forfeiture. Lists kinds of property subject to forfeiture 
for use in connection with crime, including unlawfully possessed liquor, 
drugs, game and fish, and obscene material; conveyances used to transport five 
gallons or more of nontaxpaid alcoholic beverages, or drugs, uns tamped 
cigarettes, or game and fish taken in violation of certain wildlife statutes; 
weapons; and proceeds of crime. Property other than contraband is not subject 
to forfeiture, however, if defendant is acquitted of criminal charges. 
Procedure for forfeiture for all items is specified in new Art. 13 of Ch. 15A. 
That procedure goes beyond present statutes in specifying that the action is a 
civil in rem action, that the standard of proof is a preponderance of the 
evidence, that the district attorney may permit the school board attorney to 
represent the State, that certain kinds of property (marijuana, nontaxpaid 
liquor) may be destroyed before the forfeiture proceeding if not needed as 
evidence, that notice (method specified) is required to all persons with 
interest in the property, that the forfeiture proceeding follows the criminal 
trial if the possessor of the property is available for trial, that action may 
be taken directly against the property if the possessor is unavailable, that 
the judge has discretion to not order forfeiture, that all sale proceeds go to 
county school fund, and that the agency seizing the property is responsible 
for the costs of storage, which may be reimbursed from the sale proceeds. 

A:iticle 10. Limitations on Multiple Prosecution. Codifies defense of 
former jeopardy, specifying when prejudicial jeopardy occurs and what kind of 
offense is closely enough related to trigger defense. Sets out rules for 
determining what is lesser included offense for purposes of charging and 
sentencing. 

Article 11. Application and Scope of Bars and Defenses. Specifies that 
all defenses are either Category S (State) or D (Defendant). Defense is 
raised by evidence of either party or by calling court's attention to matters 
of record or judicial notice. Category S defense, once raised, requires State 
to disprove defense beyond a reasonable doubt. Category D (similar to present 
affirmative defenses), once raised, requires proof by defendant to 
satisfaction of jury. If statute or case law fails to categorize defense, it 
is Category S. 

Article 12. Time Limitations on Prosecution. Keeps statute of 
limitation for misdemeanor at two years, adds six-year statute of limitation 
for felonies other than murder (for which no limit applies) and one-year 
limitation for infractions. Prosecution commences for both felonies and 
misdemeanors when criminal process other than citation is issued. If timely 
charge is dismissed for pleading defect, new prosecution may be commenced 
within 30 days regardless of expiration of period of limitation. Expiration 
of period of limitation is Category S defense that must be raised before 
arraignment unless expiration is not apparent on face of pleading. Failure to 
raise defense in district court does not bar its use in superior court at 
trial de novo, and failure to raise defense does not waive its use if 
defendant was without counsel and judge did not explain defense. 

Article 13. Defenses Establishing Justification or Excuse. Establishes 
following Category S defenses (see Art. 11 for explanation of Category S): 
Exercise of public authority (but defense of executing court process not 
available if process is defective and defendant recklessly contributed to 
defect); self-defense for crime other than homicide (but self-defense is 
available as defense to charge of resisting arrest only if arrest was unlawful 
and officer knew or should have known it was, or if person believed that other 
was not officer, or if officer used clearly unreasonable force); defense of 
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another; use of nondeadly force to protect premises or property; and use of 
force by person in authority (parent, teacher, guardian of incompetent, health 
care personnel, custodian of prisoner, etc.). 

Establishes following Category D defenses: Duress (but not available as 
defense to intentional killing); necessity (to avoid greater harm to self); 
physical incapability (as defense to crime of failing to act); self-defense 
for homicide; preventing another person from committing suicide or otherwise 
harming self; use of deadly force to protect premises or property (when other 
was entering feloniously or apparently to commit certain named offenses or was 
using deadly force); and claim of right (good faith belief that defendant was 
entitled to property). 

When defense permits use of force, but the force used is excessive, the 
justification for using force may still mitigate punishment for offense by one 
class. 

Article 14. Defenses Establishing Lack of Culpability. Establishes 
Category D defenses of entrapment, reliance on official written statement of 
law, and nonpublication of ordinance or rule making conduct unlawful 
(otherwise ignorance of law is not a defense). Consent is defense for offense 
within Ch. 14A only if specifically stated to be so. 

Article 15. Insanity. Continues presumption of sanity and Category D 
defense of insanity, and adds verdict of guilty but mentally ill (meaning that 
defendant was aware of nature and quality of act and that it was wrong, but 
because of mental disease or defect was unable to conform his conduct to law). 
New provisions added to Ch. 15A provide that if defendant who is found guilty 
but mentally ill is sentenced to imprisonment he must first be evaluated for 
commitment to mental institution. Before release from mental institution, 
hearing is held to determine whether defendant should complete the remainder 
of the term of his sentence in prison. If defendant is still in mental 
institution when term of sentence is about to expire, clerk must schedule 
hearing on involuntary commitment under mental health laws. 

Article 16. Attempt, Conspiracy and Other General Offenses. Codifies 
crimes of attempt (punishable one class lower than crime attempted), 
facilitation (closest to accessory before fact or common law aiding and 
abetting--punishable two classes lower than principal crime), solicitation 
(one class lower), and conspiracy (with requirement of an overt act-- 
punishable two classes lower). Adds offense of possessing instruments of 
crime. 

Article 21. Homicide. Generally follows present law with first and 
second degree murder and two classes of manslaughter. Replaces premeditation 
and deliberation requirement for first degree murder with somewhat stricter 
requirement that act be “previously formulated". For felony-murder, requires 
that the killing be committed by defendant or accomplice (and not officer, for 
example). Provides for diminished first-degree murder verdict (punishable as 
second degree) when defendant suffered from serious mental disease; also 
diminished second degree (punishable as manslaughter) when defendant was under 
influence of mental disease or defect or extreme emotional disturbance. 
Offenses giving rise to involuntary manslaughter listed in statute. Present 
death by vehicle replaced with reckless homicide limited to certain serious 
traffic offenses. Defenses to unlawful abortion spell out permissible 
abortions. 
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Article 22. Assault. Replaces existing assault, maiming, and related 
offenses with four degrees of aggravated assault and three degrees of simple 
assault. Degrees determined by nature of injury (serious bodily injury, for 
example), person injured (officer, child, pregnant woman, handicapped person, 
etc.), means of assault (firearm, torture, etc.) and defendant's state of 
mind. 

Article 23. Threats and Endangerment to Persons. Codifies essentially 
new offenses intended to cover situations in which victim is not physically 
harmed but is terrorized, threatened or endangered. Covers situations such as 
threats on governor, bomb threats, threats of assault, misuse of firearm, 
tampering with Halloween candy, leaving dangerous conditions exposed. 

Article 24. Sex Offenses. Similar to present law in delineating 
offenses according to kind of sexual activity, age of victim, and presence of 
aggravating factors such as use of dangerous weapon and infliction of injury. 
Treats anal intercourse same as sexual intercourse, punishable at higher level 
than other forms of penetration. Restores defense that victim was spouse, 
expanded to include people living in relationship equivalent to marriage. 

Adds mistaken-age defense for certain lesser offenses. Extends coverage of 
“statutory rape” offenses to more minors. Does not carry forward consensual 
crime against nature. 

Article 25. Kidnapping and Related Offenses. Generally follows present 
law on kidnapping, but adds higher level offense if victim not found alive. 
Requires concurrent sentencing when the restraining or moving that is the 
basis for the kidnapping charge is integral part of commission of another 
crime. Adds offense of felonious restraint when defendant is not shown to 
have one of the purposes needed for kidnapping offenses. Adds offense of 
unlawful imprisonment similar to common law false imprisonment. Adds offense 
of representing self as kidnapper (cannot be convicted of both that and 
kidnapping, however). Retains felony of taking child from North Carolina in 
violation of custody order. 

Article 31. Property Damage. Replaces arson, burning, bombing, and 
other offenses relating to destruction of both personal and real property with 
five degrees of property damage. Degrees determined by kind of property 
damaged (dwelling, public utility, etc.), means of damaging (destructive 
force, etc.) and extent of damage. Creates higher level littering offense 
when litter is particularly offensive or difficult to remove. 

Article 32. Burglary and Other Intrusions. Revises burglary offenses to 
have degrees depend on whether building is a dwelling, whether it is occupied, 
whether defendant intends to commit felony, and whether defendant is armed 
(omitting nighttime as an element). Establishes two degrees of unlawfully 
entering conveyance depending on whether it is locked. Similarly establishes 
degrees of trespass depending on security of premises and prior notice not to 
intrude. 

Article 33. Robbery. Codifies forcible takings from person as robbery, 
divided into three degrees--first degree involves use of firearm, attempt to 
kill, or serious injury; second degree involves use of weapon; third degree is 
other forcible takings. Category D defense to first and second degree that 
defendant did not actually have weapon. 

Article 34. Theft. Replaces larceny, receiving and possessing stolen 
property, embezzlement, and false pretenses with offenses of theft (for 
property) and misappropriation of services. Degree of theft depends on how 
property taken (from person, by breaking and entering, etc.), kind of property 
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taken (firearm, wills, etc.), and value of property. Adds new offense of 7 
dealing in stolen property aimed at professional fence. Replaces joy riding#} 
and similar statutes with more general offense of misuse of another's 
property. Limits misappropriation of services to services with value of 
$1,000 or more. Retains equivalents of present offenses of shoplifting and 
altering vehicle identification. 

Article 35. Forgery, Counterfeiting, and Worthless Check Offenses. 
Establishes two degrees of forging written instruments, based on size of log 
and new offenses to cover forgery of other objects, such as art work. 
Continues vending machine fraud and several degrees of worthless check 
offenses following same pattern as present law, including evidentiary 
provisions. 

Article 36. Fraud and Business Offenses.--Includes offenses of fraud 
against government (welfare and food stamp fraud, fraudulently obtaining 
license, false worker's compensation claims, etc.) commercial fraud (bid- 
rigging, false insurance claims, practicing profession without license, 
selling adulterated goods, credit card fraud, etc.), false advertising, 
falsifying credit information, rigging public contests, academic fraud, 
bribery associated with business activities, and misuse of property by 
fiduciary. 

Article 37. Extortion. Combines present offenses of extortion and 
blackmail into single crime of extortion, divided into degrees depending on 
value and kind of property obtained. : 

Article 41. Bribery, Corrupt Influence, and Intimidation. Continues © 
offenses of bribery of public official, extended to other governmental 
employees. Continues and similarly extends present offense of official self=} 
dealing. Adds new offenses regulating acceptance of gifts by public officerg) 
and prohibiting improper use of confidential official information. ( 

Article 42. Perjury and Other Falsifications. Codifies crime of perjuf} 
applicable to all governmental proceedings and to statements outside such 
proceedings if given under oath for use in proceeding. Includes misdemeanor 
of giving any false statement under oath. For all perjury offenses convictia 
requires more than single witness' contradiction of defendant. 

Article 43. Obstruction of Public Administration and Justice. Includes} 
offenses of interfering with public officers, aiding criminals (in four 
degrees depending on the seriousness of the crime committed by the criminal), 
improperly influencing witnesses and jurors and eavesdropping on jurors, 
tampering with evidence and with governmental records, false reports to | 
authorities, impersonating officers, and demonstrating to influence judicia 
proceeding. 

Article 44. Escape and Other Offenses Related to Custody. Establishes 
four degrees of escape based on whether weapon used, whether injury inflicted) 
whether property damaged, whether major disturbance created, and similar 
factors. Grants 24-hour grace period for failure to return from unsupervised 
leave. Establishes four degrees of providing prison contraband based on kine 
of contraband (drugs, weapon, money, etc.) supplied. Includes leaving 
officer's custody after arrest within the offense of resisting arrest. 

Article 45. Abuse of Official Authority. Adds offense of public servaf 
knowingly subjecting person to unlawful arrest, search, or other infringemen 
of rights. 
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Article 46. Riot, Disorderly Conduct and Related Offenses. Retains and 
recodifies present law on riots and disorderly conduct, but transfers 
administrative provisions (declaration of emergency, etc.) to Ch. 166A. Also 
retains present offense of drunk and disorderly. Modifies law on harassing 
telephone calls; adds offenses of obstructing highways and other public 
passages; adds offense of violation of privacy by electronic surveillance 
equipment; adds offense of desecrating public monuments and places of worship; 
and adds offense of abusing corpse. 

Article 47. Obscenity. Wholly rewrites obscenity offenses, with 
emphasis on offenses related to children, such as disseminating obscene or 
sexually explicit material to child under 16, showing obscene or sexually 
explicit performance to such child, and using child in producing such 
material. Establishes defenses for parents, teachers, physicians and related 
professionals acting in course of job. Offenses with adults as victims 
include broadcasting or displaying sexually explicit material to unwilling 
audience, furnishing obscene material for monetary gain, engaging in or 
depicting sexual activity in live show. Retains law on operating more than 
one sex shop (massage parlor, peep show, sex paraphernalia store, movie, 
bookstore) in single building. Also retains indecent exposure offense. 

Article 48. Gambling. Retains present offense of gambling and adds 
offenses with higher punishment for person who organizes, promotes or profits 
from gambling other than as a participant. Includes in gambling betting on 
game of skill in which defendant is participating as player or in other role 
able to affect outcome. Retains offenses of possessing gambling equipment and 
participating in chain scheme. Leaves G.S. 14-292.1 definition of lawful 
bingo and raffles. 

Article 49. Controlled Substances. Leaves in Ch. 90 schedule of drugs, 
procedure for rescheduling, penalties applicable to practitioners, and other 
essentially administrative provisions. Wholly rewrites crimes related to 
possession, distribution and trafficking, and includes them in this article, 
along with drug paraphernalia offenses essentially same as present law. For 
new offenses, drugs from different schedules are grouped according to amount 
possessed, with more frequently misused drugs grouped together on basis of 
potential harm. Result is list of offenses with many more levels of 
punishment delineated than under present law, generally based on amount 
possessed. Specifies that drugs to be measured according to pure weight, with 
sampling of large batches permitted, and accordingly revises amounts listed in 
offenses for various drugs. In each instance, permits alternative measurement 
by number of dosage units for drugs manufactured or packaged in discrete 
units. Retains minimum sentences for trafficking offenses. Recodifies 
continuing criminal enterprise as management of drug enterprise and adds new 
offenses for others working in unlawful production of drugs. Retains 
counterfeit controlled substance offenses. 

Article 50. Weapons, Explosives, and Dangerous Substance Offenses. 
Continues crimes of carrying concealed weapon (with defense when weapon is 
work tool other than firearm); possessing weapon at school, premises where 
alcohol consumed, certain state property, courtroom, parade, etc.; furnishing 
weapon to minor; possession of handgun by felon; possession of destructive 
device; transferring handgun without permit; and selling or using fireworks. 
Adds offenses of brandishing weapon in public, discharging and failing to 
safeguard explosives, and selling explosives without permit. 
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Article 51. Prostitution. Continues present offense of prostitution, 
applicable to all participants, and adds offenses with higher punishment for 
person using child for prostitution or operating prostitution business. Also 
adds offense of failing to stop tenant'’s use of premises for prostitution, 
with conforming amendment to Ch. 42 making use of premises for prostitution 
basis for terminating lease. 

Article 52. Protection of Animals. Includes offenses of cruelty and 
neglect of animals, including use for fighting, and adds offense of leaving 
poison in area where it might be eaten by animal. 

Article 61. Family Offenses. Continues incest offenses, expanded to 
include sexual activity other than intercourse. Also continues bigamy 
offense. Replaces numerous nonsupport and abandonment offenses, including 
bastardy, with new offense similar to existing law but not depending on 
abandonment. Codifies court authority to order support payments. Continues 
child abuse felony and misdemeanor of neglect which includes mental harm as 
well as physical abuse. Adds new offense of deserting child under 16. Abuse, 
neglect, and desertion of incapacitated adult generally treated same as such 
conduct toward child. Limits contributing to delinquency to acts that result 
in child being adjudicated delinquent. Adds offense of inducing child to 
leave home.

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(3) any person who contracted for disposal, treatment or transportation of © 
hazardous substances possessed by such person, by any other party at any facility 
owned or operated by another party and containing hazardous wastes; and (4) 
any person who accepts or accepted hazardous substances for transport to disposal 
facilities or sites selected by such person. 

No liability may be imposed if person can show that the danger to the 
public health or environment was caused solely by an act of God, an act of 
war or an act or omission of a third party other than an employee or agent or 
contractual partner, if person can show reasonable care and precautions.

in which case a maximum aggregate of $2,500 can be offered; (7) requires raffles 

or bingo games to be conducted by special committee chosen by organization's

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SUMMARY OF BUDGET BILLS VOTED ON IN HOUSE AND SENATE 





The House and Senate today each passed on third reading S 22 
(appropriations for capital improvements) and S 23 (appropriations for 
current operations). The Senate has yet to concur in one amendment to S 23 
adopted in the House. The original budget proposals of the Governor and 
the Advisory budget Commission are summarized in Bulletin No. 6, p. 40. 

The total state budget is approximately $6.345 billion in 1983-84 and 
$6.368 billion for 1984-85. The General Fund provides $3.759 billion in 1983-84 
and $3.786 billion in 1984-85, the Highway Fund $658.6 million in 1983-84 and 
$609.7 million in 1984-85, and federal funds $1.381 billion in 1983-84 and $1. 420 
billion in 1984-85. The rest comes mostly from Departmental receipts. 

Total recommendations for capital improvements from General Fund 
appropriations are $58.3 million in 1983-84 and $93.2 million in 1984-85. 

The following are some of the major expansion items in the improvement 19 
state budget. Items are operating funds unless noted as capital funds. Amounts 
hre rounded-off. “M"’ is an abbreviation for 'million". 

_ General Fund Reserves. $129.9M net appropriation in each year for five. 
percent (5%) salary increase for all teachers and state employees and $2.3M in 
1983-84 and $2.4M in 1984-85 for four percent (4%) increase for retirees.

UNC Board of Governors. (1) $33.8M in each year to fully fund prior- 
ities 2-4 and partially fund priorities 5-9 ($10M in revenues expected each year 
from tuition increases; thus net appropriation of $23.8M in each year); (2) 
$1.2M in each year for agricultural research programs and crop production at 
NCSU: (3) decrease of $3.5M in 1983-84 and $3.8M in 1984-85 for Memorial Hospital 
due to increased patient receipts; (4) $35.7M in 1983-84 and $47.9M in 1984-85 in 
capital improvement funds for specified projects at constituent UNC institutions. 

Aid to Private Colleges. $2.4M in each year to provide $100 increase 
for each full-time NC student attending private college or university in NC 
under legislative tuition grant. program. 


SPECIAL PROVISIONS 
Special provisions of the appropriations acts are summarized below. 
I. General 


State budget show local costs. Adds new GS 143-10.1 requiring that . 
the state budget beginning in 1985-87 reflect the continuation and expansion 
costs of state's share of locally operated programs, in a provision identical 
to S 149, digested in Bulletin No. 34, p. 251. 

Board of Contract Appeals. Creates the Board of State Contract Appeals 
in a provision identical to the committee substitute to H 1190, digested in 
Bulletin No. 119, p. 1195, except for (1) adding a provision making appeals to 
the board subject to the procedures set forth in Article 3 of GS Ch. 150A 
(contested case provisions of the Administrative Procedure Act) and (2) deletion 
of a provision allowing the board to extend beyond thirty days the time in 
which an aggrieved party can file his appeal with the board. 

Federal block grants. Amends GS 143-341 to direct Dep't of Adminis- 
tration to establish a block grants manual to ensure uniform administration of 
federal block grant funds, and amends GS 143-16.1 to authorize Governor to adopt 
rules and regulations establishing uniform planning, budgeting and fiscal proce- 
dures to insure that federal funds are expended in a standardized manner. 

Overrealized agency receipts. Amends GS 143-27 to delete exception 
for federal receipts from requirement that actual receipts over amounts budgeted 
may be expended only when justified by extenuating circumstances and authorized 
by Governor.

Evaluation of funds distribution. Directs State Board of Education to 
(1) develop a program for evaluating alternative means of distributing funds to 
local administrative units, in accordance with proposals of 1979 Governor's 
Comm'n on Public School Finance, (2) to implement the plan in one administrative 
unit in each educational region, (3) report progress to each legislative session .

Amends GS 116-11(9) to direct UNC Board of 
Governors to allocate lump sum appropriations in accordance with Board's priority 
schedule and any specifications in Budget Appropriations Act, but General Assembly 
shall not specify that change budget items be allotted to a particular institution 
except for capital improvements items. 


Community college liability insurance. Adds new GS 115D-31.1 providing

Increases salaries (from $47,928 to $50,328) 
of all members of .Council, of State.except Att'y General and Sup't of Public 
Instruction (salaries of these two,officials remain at $53,9/6). ,Amends various 
laws relating to salaries of members of Council of State to remove salary tie-in 
to that of superior court judge; instead, salary to be set in appropriations act..

provides that agents employed full time to serve revocation notices and any Law 
Enforcement Officer I who serves such notices on a regular basis are exempt from 
the commuting fees provided in GS 143-341(8)(i)7a; (3) effective Sept. 1, 1983,

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MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 


1. State Office Space. Requires that up to $250,000 of the $15 million appropriated 
to the Office of State Budget and Management for fiscal 1983-84 (Sec. 3.1, Ch. 757, 
SL 1983) as reserve for repairs and renovations be used to renovate the Seaboard 
Coast Line Building as state office space; requires Dep't of Administration to 
submit renovation plans to the Joint Legislative Comm'n on Governmental Operations 
within 60 days of ratification. 

Appropriates $200,000 from General Fund to Dep't of Administration for 
fiscal 1983-84 to be placed in the reserve created by Ch. 957, SL 1979 for the 
state office building in Fayetteville. 

2. Bingo and Raffle. Makes following changes in Ch. 896, SL 1983 (H 489): 
(1) Rewrites GS 14-309.7(c) to provide that (a) except as specifically permitted 
therein, no person may be compensated for conducting a raffle or bingo game 


from funds derived from any activities occurring in, or simultaneously with, 

the playing of bingo, including funds derived from concessions (underlined words 
added); and (b) an exempt organization may hold a bingo game only in or on 

property owned or leased by the organization from the owner or bona fide property 
management agent (no subleasing is permitted) at _a total monthly rental not exceeding 
1 1/4% of the total assessed tax value of the portion of the building actually used 
for the bingo game or raffle and the land value on which the building is located 

(not *o9 exceed 2 acres) for all activities conducted therein including the playing 
of bingo; requires buildings be of a permanent nature with approved plumbing for 
bathrooms and not movable or of a temporary nature such as a tent or lean-to 


(underlined provisions added; other provisions retained). 

Amends GS 14-309.8 to provide that if two bingo sessions are held in same 
building in one calendar week, they must be held by the same exempt organization. 
3. Temporary Employees of the General Assembly. Adds new GS 120-32.5 giving 
temporary part- or full-time employees of the General Assembly who have four years 
of aggregate employment with the General Assembly the same holidays, vacation 
leave, and sick leave as permanent part- or full-time employees of the General 
Assembly respectively, or as may be determined by the Legislative Services Comm'n. 
Effective with respect to employment on or after Jan. 1, 1983, except that service 
before that date must be credited toward the four years of aggregate employment. 
4. UNC Board of Governors. Prohibits UNC Board of Governors from undertaking 
organizational restructuring that would impair separate identity of the Dep't 
of Public Health Nursing within the School of Public Health until June 30, 1985, 
or until the Board of Governors submits its recommendation for such restructuring 
to the General Assembly while it is in session. | 
5. Divorce Grounds. Amends Ch. 613, SL 1983 (H 1144) (abolishing all grounds 








for absolute divorce except separation) to change effective date from Oct. 1, 1983, 


Poi L903. 

6. Adult Day-Care Appropriation. Amends Ch. 876, SL 1983 (S 552) (appropriating 
funds for state's adult day-care program) to make the appropriation to the 
Division of Social Services (originally, Division of Mental Health, Mental 
Ketardation and Substance Abuse Services) in the Dep't of Human Resources. 


Miscellaneous changes to current appropriations budget (S 23, ratified as Ch. 761, 


SL 983). Amends section 141, effective July 15, 1983 to provide that any driver 
education program cash balance remaining in the special fund code 23520 to be liquidated 
to satisfy the requirements of GS 20-88.1 (underlined words added; deletes reference 
to June 20, 1983 and provision that the special fund code 23520 be abolished). 
Amends section 140 (dealing with use of sales tax collected by DMV) to make it 
effective August 1, 1983 (now, August l, 1984). Effective July 15, 1983, amends- 
section 199 to change annual salary of full-time magistrate with 5 or more but 

less than 7 years of service from $13,572 to $13,512. Amends sections 22, 23 and 

24 (dealing with travel allowances) to make sections’ provisions effective July "le 
1983. Amends section 238 to rewrite formula in GS 120-4.9 (Legislative Retirement 
System) for computing rate for purchase of prior service to (1) refer to a percent 


of the highest legislative compensation at the time of purchase (underlined words 
added), and (2) delete provision for payment of regular interest on the percent 
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of highest compensation. Makes comparable changes to GS 120-4.10 regarding 
repayment of contributions withdrawn from the fund. Amends section 60(1) (c) 
(dealing with Medicaid) to make present provisions of section applicable only to 
skilled nursing and intermediate care facilities. Repeals section 225 (which 
rewrites GS 143-27.2), effective June 1, 1984.
